Ideally, an IDP should meet all the legislative framework guidelines in terms of the proeess, 
proeedures, timeline as well as all neeessary stakeholder and publie and eommunity 
partieipation aetivities.

What is IDP? 

Integrated development planning (IDP) is a proeess through whieh 
munieipalities prepare a strategie plan eontaining short, medium and long- 
term development objeetives, strategies and programmes for the munieipal 
area. The IDP is a prineipal instrument that guides and informs budgeting, 
management and deeision-making related to serviee delivery and development 
in a munieipality. 

The IDP proeess enables munieipalities to work together with eommunities and 
other stakeholders to find innovative and eost effeetive ways of eradieating 
poverty and growing the loeal eeonomy. 

The reviewed IDP for 2015-16 flows from the IDP 2012-17 adopted by NLM in 

2012, 

Benefits of the IDP? 

The following are some of the benefits of the IDP for different stakeholders: 
Munieipal Couneil: 

• Provide elear and aeeountable leadership and development direetion; 

• Develop eooperative relationships with stakeholders and eommunities; 

• Obtain aeeess to development resourees and external support; 

• Monitor the performanee of munieipal offieials. 

Couneillors: 

• Provides eouneillors with a meehanism of eommunieating with their 
eonstitueneies; 

• Enables eouneillors to represent their eonstitueneies effeetively by 
making informed deeisions; 

• Enables eouneillors to measure their own performanee. 



Municipal Officials: 


• Guides business unit planning within the munieipal administration; 

• Provides munieipal offieials with a meehanism to eommunieate with 
eouneillors; 

• Enables offieials to eontribute to the munieipality's vision; 

• Enables offieials to be part of the deeision-making proeess. 

Communities and other Stakeholders: 

• Gives them an opportunity to inform the munieipal eouneil what their 
development needs are; 

• Gives them an opportunity to determine the munieipality's development 
direetion; 

• Provides a meehanism through whieh to eommunieate with their 
eouneillors and the governing body; 

• Provides a meehanism through whieh they ean measure the performanee 
of the eouneillors and the munieipality as a whole. 

National and Provineial Seetor Departments: 

• The availability of the IDP provides guidanee to the departments as to where 

their serviees are required and henee where to alloeate their resourees; 

• Allows departments to eoordinate their serviee delivery and development 

programmes in a munieipal area based on loeal eonditions and 

requirements. 

Private Seetor 

The IDP serves as a guide to the private seetor in making deeisions with regard 

to areas and seetors to invest in. 



Powers and Functions of Ngwathe Local Municipality 

Local government is assigned speeifie powers and funetions that are unique 
and appropriate to the lower sphere of government. Similar to the position on 
national and provineial spheres, loeal government powers and funetions are 
eonstitutionally entrenehed and proteeted and eannot be unilaterally taken 
away by another sphere of government. Albeit eonstitutionally proteeted, the 
powers and funetions of munieipalities are not absolute and are subjeet to both 
eonstitutional and national legislative requirements. 

Chapter 3 of Munieipal Systems Aet, 2000 states that a munieipality has all 
the funetions and powers assigned to it in terms of the Constitution, and must 
exereise them subjeet to Chapter 5 of the Munieipal Struetures Aet, 1998. 
Furthermore, a munieipality is empowered by legislation to do anything 
reasonably neeessary for, or ineidental to, the effeetive performanee of its 
funetions and the exereise of its powers.

The IDP Processes

The IDP proeess Plan proeess is a proeess through whieh the munieipalities 
prepare strategie development plans for a five year period reviewed annually. 

In order to ensure eertain minimum quality standards of the IDP Review 
proeess and proper eoordination between and within spheres of government, 
munieipalities need to prepare IDP review proeess plan and formulate budget 
to implement the IDP. The IDP and Budget Proeess Plan has to inelude the 
following: 

■ A programme speeifying the timeframes for the different planning steps; 

■ Appropriate meehanisms, proeesses and proeedures for eonsultation and 
partieipation 

■ of loeal eommunities, organs of state, traditional authorities and other 
role players in 

■ the IDP review and budget formulation proeesses; 

■ Cost estimates for the review proeess. 

■ The preparation of IDP proeess plan is in essenee the formulation of the 
IDP and Budget 

■ Proeesses set out in writing and require the adoption by Couneil. 

This Plan therefore aims at aehieving the above; 




The purpose of the process plan 


Ngwathe Local Municipality needs to plan, direet and manage its eapaeity and 
resourees to support the sueeessful implementation of its integrated 
development plan and the budget. The reality of limited eapaeity and resourees 
in Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality neeessitates innovation and the need for greater 
intergovernmental eooperation amongst various spheres of government.

ENVIRONMENTAL ANALYSIS 


Introduction 


Climate Change, Pollution and other Environmental challenges are becoming common 
problems which are said to be undermining human rights, many countries including SA signed 
many international treaties and introduced local laws and regulations on environment 
protection. 

South Africa subsequently introduced environmental rights within the Constitution Act 1 08 of 
1996 (Chapter 2 Bill of Rights, Section 24) states: 

“Everyone has the right - 

(a) to an environment that is not harmful to their health or well-being; and 

(b) to have the environment protected, for the benefit of present and future generations, 
through reasonable legislative and other measures that - 

(i) prevent pollution and ecological degradation; 

(ii) promote conservation; and 

(iii) secure ecologically sustainable development and use of natural resources while promoting 
justifiable economic and social development.” 

These rights were then effected through the following pieces of legislation/ Policies: 

1. National Development Plan (NDP, Chapter 5) 

2. The National Environmental Management Act(No 107 of 1998) NEMA, 

3. National Climate Change Response Strategy, 

4. Environmental Conservation Act ( No 73 of 1989), 

5. National Strategy on Sustainable Development (NSSD), 

6. Free State Green Economy Strategy, 

7. Industrial Policy Action Plan (IPAP), 

8. Green Economy Accord (COP 17), 

9. Green Economy Report (GER), 

10. Free State Growth and Development Strategy (FSGDS), 

11. Environmental Sustainability Plan (ESP) etc 

SA government further identified environmental management as one of fourteen 2014-19 
government outcomes (10): 

Protect and enhance our environmental assets and natural resources” 


Statutory obligations contained in the National Environmental Management Act expects the 
municipality to be responsive to issues of nature that will help improve the quality of lives. 


The following applies: 

□ Objective 

• Ensure that pollution (air, water, and soil) are minimized to acceptable 
national standards in order to preserve the environment and natural 
resources. 

□ Strategies 

• To Identify and implement measures to reduce existing air, water, soil and 
noise pollution incidents 



• To Engage into discussions with the industries to reduce pollution 
incidents 

• To Monitor the levels of pollution as agreed with the industries. 

Sustainable Development 

Development can be traced back to many centuries ago and it differed from generation to 
generation depending on each country’s state of advancement. However the West has been in 
the forefront of the development agenda as evidenced by the success of democracy over 
communism and socialism. Development thus has to happen within the context of 
sustainability as it involves the promotion of sustainable livelihoods for the people. Where there 
is no sustainable development we are likely to experience social consequences like poverty, 
high unemployment and diseases. Therefore governments have to introduce development 
policies that are based on giving people to make democratic choices and thus promote good 
governance based on principles that will promote appropriate use and utilisation of economic, 
environmental and social resources. This model is best known as sustainable development. 
Many authors and opinion leaders agree that sustainable developments development that is 
economically, environmentally and socially supportive whilst meeting the needs of current 
generations without compromising the needs of future generations. 

“Sustainable development encompasses the enhancement of human well-being and quality of 
life, in particular for those most affected by poverty and inequality.” Department of 
Environmental Affairs and Tourism : A National Framework for Sustainable Development in 
South Africa : Page 2. This therefore is premised on the reality that we must ensure the 
effective and efficient use of our resources for current and future generations in a sustainable 
manner that ensures a better life for all. 

The dynamic nature of sustainable development has to be considered within the context of 
increasing population numbers and the available resources to cater for those d3mamic needs. It 
is thus increasingly important for government to work supportively with business / private 
sector, non government organisations (NGOs), religious organisations, labour and other 
political parties in finding programmes and projects that will result in sustainability. 

There should always be the interdependence of social, economic and environmental factors in 
promoting sustainable development. In South Africa, sustainable development is based on 
three principles namely :

Effluents control systems 


Effluent (Raw Sewerage) journey to treatment plant 
and the process train in general 

Treatment processes used at Ngwathe L.M are as 
follows: Trickling Filter Plant for Parys and this is the 
process that makes use of bio filters as the heart of the 
treatment process. Koppies and Heilbron makes use of 
the process called Activated Sludge Plant and this is 
distinguished from other treatment processes by the 
fact that it makes use surface aerators that are used to 
introduce oxygen in during the anaerobic process and 
Vredefort uses what we call Sequencing Batch Reactor 
coupled with the polishing ponds. 

The trickling filter plant removes about 60-80 % of the 
total nitrogen and phosphorus whereas the activated 
sludge plant removes about 40-60 %. The trickling filter 
plant is as follow: 

Raw sewerage — ^Screens— ^Primary Settling Tanks 
(PST)— ^Reaction Basin— > Bio filters— ^Secondary Settling 
Tanks(SST) or Humus Tanks— ^Collection Sump— »To the 
River. 

As the raw sewerage or effluent enters the plant it goes 
through the screens that removes all the fats, condoms, 
rags, etc and gravitates into a small reaction basin that 
splits the effluent into all the primary settling tanks. 

The PST’s removes all the unwanted material that 
managed to go through the screens and they float on 
top of the tank and the supernatant (remaining water) 
goes into the other reaction basin where it is blowed by 
means of blower pumps on top of the bio filters and gets 
filtered through the stone media and this is the process 
where the bacteria grows. 


Climate Change 


Africa is one of the most vulnerable regions in the world to climate change, Ngwathe as part of Africa is also 
under threat 

Climate change scenarios indicates the following : 





• FUTURE WARMING across the continent ranging from 0.2°C (0.36°F) per decade (low scenario) to more 
than 0.5°C (0.9°F) per decade (high scenario). 

• BIODIVERSITY LOSS. Biodiversity is an important resource for African people. Uses are consumptive 
(food, fiber, fuel, shelter, medicine, wildlife trade) and non consumptive (ecosystem services and the 
economically important tourism industry) . Given the heavy dependence on natural resources in Africa, 
many communities are vulnerable to the biodiversity loss that could result from climate change. 

• AGRIGULTURE. Most of Africa relies on rain-fed agriculture. As a result, it is highly vulnerable to 
changes in climate variability, seasonal shifts, and precipitation patterns. Any amount of warming will 
result in increased water stress. 

• IMPAGTS ON GLAGIERS AND WATER SUPPLY. The gradual yet dramatic disappearance of glaciers on 
Mount Kilimanjaro is a result of global warming. An estimated 82 percent of the icecap that crowned 
the mountain when it was first thoroughly surveyed in 1912 is now gone. 

• HUMAN MIGRATION, societies that migrate in response to annual and seasonal rainfall variations. 

• WATER RESOURGES According to the country study, in which were modelled using the AGRU 
hydrological modelling system, changes in rainfall and temperature patterns will lead to significant 
shifts in hydrological functioning within South Africa. 

• TERRESTRIAL VEGETATION. Ghanges in the terrestrial plant diversity were indicated using 
bioclimatic modelling techniques, providing spatially-explicit predictions of the future distributions of 
South African biomes and selected key plant species. The study suggested significant shifts in habitat 
ranges and species losses. 

• TOURISM AGTIVITIES in South Africa may be impacted by climate change in three main ways: 

V Ghange in supply due to loss of habitat (e.g. estuaries); 

V Ghange in supply & demand due to loss of biodiversity) ; and 

V Ghange in demand due to increase in temperature, humidity and Malaria 
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To Slow Climate Change. The Following Are Being Advocated : 


reduce emissions of heat-trapping gases; 

increase energy efficiency; - Installing (a) solar geysers, (b) Solar street lights, (c) solar high mast lights, 
9 one installed in Parys. 

Provision of energy saving bulbs. 

use of renewable energy sources like wind, solar and biomass; 

increase the resilience and resistance of natural systems to the stress of climate change; stresses; 
Encourage Greening. 

Discourage and work against veld fires.

As the local governments of the world gather in Durban, South Africa for COPl 7-CMP7 at a critical moment in the 
international climate change negotiations, we recognize the significance of the event by: 

Recalling the 1955 Freedom Charter whieh was the produet of South Afrieans developing their own vision of an 
alternative society and reaffirming that government is only valid if it follows the will of the people 

Recalling that Agenda 21 identifies local government as the level of government closest to the people with a key role n 
making sustainable development happen 

Noting the 2010 Cochabamba Final Declaration of the World People’s Conference on Climate Change and the Rights of 
Mother Earth that acknowledges that the future of humanity is in danger as a result of pursuing a model of limitless 
growth and that the significant adaptation debt borne by the Global South must be addressed through financial 
compensation, improved social and environmental justice and an acknowledgement of the importance of ecological 
integrity 

Noting that the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) has highlighted the need for more extensive and 
rapid adaptation than is currently occurring to reduce vulnerability to climate change 

Welcoming the outcome of Cancun Agreements where local and subnational governments are recognized as 
“governmental stakeholders” in the global climate regime, as a concrete achievement of two decades of global climate 
advocacy of local governments 

Recognising that the challenges of climate change, poverty, and ecosystem degradation are rapidly widening the gap 
between the resource demands of growing population and associated economies, on the one hand, and declining 
natural resource base and cariying capacity on the other, and that given rapid urbanisation, the terrain to address 
these issues is increasingly urban 

Recognising that current sustainable development gains, particularly the food-water-energy nexus, are being 
undermined by the impacts of climate change 


Recognising the disproportionate impact that climate change has on women and the urban and rural poor 
Recognising the intergenerational inequity of indecisive mitigation and adaptation action 

Acknowledging that the world’s urban population is growing rapidly; that cities are centres of economic, political and 
cultural innovation; significant drivers of national economies; and manage vast public resources, infrastructure, and 
investments 

Acknowledging that globally, local governments play a strategic role in addressing climate change, because of their 
direct activities in delivering local government functions; their responsibility for laws and regulations that can influence 
adaptation and mitigation; and their ability to demonstrate leadership and innovative solutions in this area; 

Recognising that we need to place adaptation at the core of our future local climate change response plans and urban 
development strategies and that we need to grasp the economic and social opportunities afforded by sustainable 
development 

Underlining the value of the efforts that have been built since the Earth Summit of global climate advocacy of local 
governments, the increased momentum through Local Government Climate Roadmap since 2007 and most recent 
commitments of local government to advance the adaptation agenda at the local level including Global Cities Covenant 
on Climate - the Mexico City Pact, African Mayors’ Climate Change Declaration 2011 and 2011 Bonn Declaration 
of Mayors. 

Supporting the Earth Charter’s call for a global partnership to address the multiple ecological, social and economic 
challenges that face the world.

Greening 

Greening is a comprehensive term used to describe all urban vegetation management (green spaces or urban 
vegetated areas)including urban agriculture/ Permaculture and Urban Forestry. Urban Forestry is defined as the 
planning and management trees, forests and related vegetation to create, or add value to, the local community in 
an urban area. 

Urban Greening will contribute significantly to making our towns, and settlements more livable and is an 
essential component for healthy and sustainable areas. In townships and informal settlements. Urban Greening 
can directly meet basic needs including food, fuel, fodder and timber. 


Green Economy 

I ntroduction 

In 2012, South Africa remains faced with the triple developmental challenge of unempIo 3 mient, poverty and inequality. In addition, 
the country’s current economic growth model is heavily resource and energy intensive, aggravating pressures on the environment 
and the threat of climate change. The transition to a green economy, stemming from the concept of sustainable development, has 
been internationally recognised as a ground-breaking way forward, combining economic development, social welfare and 
environmental protection. 

Free State Green Economy Strategy 

DESTEA has developed Green Economy Strategy to guide and assist municipalities in the realization of Green Economy objectives. 
Green v/s Brown Economy 

Besides generating new empIo 3 mient, green industries have the potential to be effective alternatives to traditional sectors as they 
generally create more jobs per unit of investment, unit of capacity or unit of production than the “brown’ industries for which they 
are a substitute (UNEP, ILO, lOE and ITUG, 2008). This is particularly true for land-based industries (e.g. land restoration or 
conservation) 2 . In addition to supporting a structural change towards a more equitable and labour-intensive economy, green 
industries reduce the exposure of South Africa’s economy to green protectionist measures (like the application of carbon pricing) 
that would significantly impact the country. They reduce the interdependence of mining and energy (e.g. coal for electricity and 
liquid fuels or electricity for smelters) and limit the country’s trade exposure to global measures to protect the environment 
(particularly with regards to climate change) . 

Job Greation 

Ensuring the growth of the green economy and that South Africans benefit from higher quality jobs requires, as with all other 
industries, an increase in people with managerial and technical (engineering and artisan) skills. Skill shortage has been identified 




as a critical issue in green industries and the lack of coordination in training and development, as well as the absence of ‘green 
skills’ programmes is a challenge that needs to be addressed urgently 

Vredefort Dome World Heritage Site 


Description 

About 2023 million years ago, an asteroid hit the earth ( such is called a meteorite) The meteorite impact happened at a time when 
there were no people, animals or even plants, it is suspected that the meteorite was about 10 km in size and moving at a speed of 
more than 10 km per second (36 000 km/h). It is this speed that led to a giant hole (a crater). The Vredefort Dome is a prominent 
topographical feature of international significance. It is called a DOME because rock layers were bent into the the shape of an 
upside-bowl across 90 km.. 

Location 

The site is largely situated in the Moqhaka Municipality with portions thereof situated in the Ngwathe Municipality in Parys and 
Vredefort areas, a significant portion is also found in Tlokwe Municipality in the North West Province 

Declaration 

Only a small part of the Vredefort Dome along the Vaal River, between the Parys- Potchefstroom roads has been declared a World 
Heritage Site on the 14 July 2005 


Vredefort Granophyre 

It is the name given to the black crystallized impact melt-rock that flowed into cracks in the rocks underneath the crater, it 
contains broken pieces from many different rock tjq^es. 

Shatter cones ( cone like rocks) 

Were formed when the rock was cracked by the force of shock waves. 

VDWHS Environmental Management Framework. 

Centre for Environmental Management CEM from the North West University is working on the EMF for the Dome. Joint meetings 
of all the stakeholders have been sitting. Ngwathe and Moqhaka are also going to be roped in as part f this team.

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Environmental Health 


It is a District Municipality function co-ordinated from the Sasolburg Head 
Offiee. Although Environmental Health is managed and eo-ordinated from 
Sasolburg, Environmental Health offieers are spread out geographieally to 
render serviees in all the towns in the Distriet. Environmental Health deals 
mainly with ensuring a safe and healthy environment in the whole distriet 
(both urban and rural areas). The Environmental Health department foeuses 
on the provision of munieipal health serviees as defined in the National Health 
Aet, 2003 (Aet 61 of 2003. Control over the sustainable delivery and 
maintenanee of infrastrueture serviees for all rural developments is also the 
responsibility of the department. In this regard, high density and other 
developments adjaeent the Vaal River that is beeoming more popular, need to 
adhere to speeifie health standards set by the Department.

3.1 Institutional arrangements for integrated policy making, direction 
and the execution of policy and legislation 

3.1.1 Objectives 

> To establish proeedures for the development, approval and 
implementation of integrated disaster risk management poliey, ineluding 
the making of by-laws, issuing direetions and authorisations for the 
issuing of direetives; 

> To establish meehanisms whieh will provide elear direetion and alloeate 
responsibilities for the implementation of the Disaster Management Aet 
57 of 2002 (hereinafter referred to as “the Aet”); 

> To develop a strategie plan for phasing in and maintaining the 
requirements of the Aet and the National Disaster Management 
Framework; and 

> To establish and maintain effeetive institutional arrangements to ensure 
adequate operational eapaeity for the implementation of the 
requirements of the Aet and to enable stakeholder partieipation whieh 
will promote an integrated and eo-ordinated approaeh to disaster risk 
management in CouneiTs area. 



3.1.2 Arrangements for integrated policy 


3. 1.2.1 The Council 

Council is responsible to ensure the implementation of the Disaster 
Management Aet, 2002 for the area of the Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality as a 
whole and makes all poliey deeisions in relation to disaster risk management. 

Having eonsulted with the Fezile Dabi Distriet Disaster Management Centre in 
the area (Seetions 55(l)(b) and 55(2) of the Disaster Management Aet, 2002), 
Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality in eollaboration with Fezile Dabi Distriet 
Munieipality has primary responsibility for the eo-ordination and management 
of loeal disasters threatening to oeeur or oeeurring within the area of the 
distriet munieipality (seetion 54(1)). 


1. Action to be taken: 

Ngwathe LM and the Fezile Dabi DDMC must eonsult and determine primary 
responsibility as per seetions 54 and 55 of the Disaster Management Aet for the 
Ngwathe LM. 


3. 1.2.2 The policy making process 

Aetion to be taken on matters relating to disasters and disaster risk 
management poliey must be submitted to the Ngwathe LM DRMC for 
eonsideration. The DRMC will refer the Aetion to be taken to the Ngwathe LM 
Inter-departmental Disaster Risk Management Committee (IDRMC) for 
eonsideration before submitting them to the relevant portfolio eommittee prior 
to submitting them to the Couneil. Poliey adopted by Couneil will then be 
referred baek to the DRMC for implementation. 




The Ngwathe LM DRMC must ensure that Aetion to be taken on poliey inelude 
details of any finaneial, eonstitutional, human resouree or interdepartmental 
implieations before they are submitted to the relevant portfolio eommittee and 
the Couneil. 

4. 1 Arrangements for integrated policy 

4.1.1 Arrangements for Integrated Disaster Risk Management Policy 

The following schematic representation denotes the internal institutional 
arrangements for disaster management. 










4.1.2 The Council 


The Council is responsible for the implementation of the Disaster Management 
Act, 2002 in the Ngwathe Local Municipality as a whole and makes policy 
decisions in relation to disaster risk management. 

The Council of Fezile Dabi DM, after consultation with Ngwathe LM, is 
primarily responsible for the coordination and management of local disasters 
that occur in the area. In collaboration with the PDMC may by notice in the 
Provincial Gazette declare the local state of disaster (Sections 55(1) (b) and 
55(2) of the Disaster Management Act, 2002). 


4. 1.2.2 The Policy Making Process 

The purpose is to stimulate a consultative process, in order to establish and 
sustain a holistic Disaster Management structure and practices that will 
support and enhance development in the municipality through disaster risk 
management. 





4. 1.3.1 Establishment of Municipal Disaster Management Office 


For purposes of continuous monitoring of progress with regard to the execution 
of the provisions of the Act; the Municipal Disaster Office must also submit 
reports in an approved template on its performance for consideration to every 
meeting of the DDMC. 


4. 1.3.2 Location of DRM function 


The proposed location of the Disaster Management Office within municipal 
administration and reporting lines for direction and administrative purposes 
are illustrated in the chart below: 
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4.1.4Key Responsibilities of the Ngwathe LM DRMC with regard to KPA 1 

> Establish and maintain adequate institutional eapaeity to enable 
implementation of the requirements of the Aet whieh will promote an 
integrated and eoordinated approaeh to disaster risk management in the 
munieipal area subjeet to the agreement on primary responsibility with 
the Fezile Dabi Distriet DRMC (see seetion 54 of the Disaster risk 
management Aet) 

4.1.5 The Internal departments (munieipal organs of state) and other 
munieipal entities within the administration of the Ngwathe Loeal 
Munieipality with regard to DRM 

> Eaeh department under the administration of the munieipality, 
ineluding other munieipal entities within Couneil’s administration 
must, in terms of seetion 2 of the Aet, assess any national legislation 
applieable to its funetion and must advise the Fezile Dabi DRMC on 
the provisions of sueh legislation. 

> Disaster Risk Management aetivities must be ineorporated into the 
routine aetivities of eaeh munieipal department and of any other 
munieipal entities and their substruetures. 

4.1.5. 1 Assignment of Responsibilities 

The Coordinator: Disaster Management Offiee together with the heads of eaeh 
department in Couneil’s organizational strueture, as well as key personnel with 
speeifie teehnieal expertise who have disaster risk management 
responsibilities, must serve as the assigned disaster risk management foeal 
points for the department and shall eonstitute the Ngwathe Munieipality Inter- 
departmental Disaster Risk Management Committee (IDRMC). 

The IDRMC will be responsible for all aspeets of planning and operations 
relevant to the funetional area in that department or entity. 



The responsibilities of heads of department in this regard inelude: 


> faeilitating and eoordinating the relevant department or entity’s 
disaster risk management planning and operational aetivities for risk 
reduetion and for response and reeovery; 

> ensuring that the planning and operations are eonsistent with the 
requirements of the Aet, National and Provineial Disaster 
Management Frameworks; 

> ensuring the integration and alignment of the entity’s planning and 
operations with that of the provineial and national organs of state 
and other institutional role players; 

> ensuring the integration of the risk reduetion and response and 
reeovery planning and operations with Couneils Integrated 
Development Planning proeess, the Spatial Development Framework 
and Environmental Management Framework; 

> ensuring the regular review of plans and that planning remains 
dynamie and relevant in aeeordanee with developmental ehanges 
taking plaee within, or whieh may impaet on the munieipality; and 

> submit eopies of munieipal entities’ disaster risk management plans 
and any amendments thereof to the Distriet Disaster Management 
Centre to forward to the FSPDMC and NDMC. 


Seetions 47 and 52 of the Aet stipulate that eaeh munieipal entity must 
establish its role and responsibilities and must assess its eapaeity to fulfil 
the requirements. Effeetive eoordination should be implemented where 
there is laek of eapaeity to ensure optimal use of resourees between 
departments, organs of state in other spheres of government and by 
entering into partnerships with the private seetor, non-governmental 
organizations and eommunity-based organizations. 



Mutual assistance agreements and memoranda of understanding must be 
entered into, detailing the extent and ramifieations of sueh support. 

4. 1.5. 1.1 Municipal Manager 

The Munieipal Manager is responsible for the effeetive implementation of 
the Disaster Management Aet, 2002 within the departments and other 
munieipal entities within the Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality and for the 
integration of disaster risk management plans with the IDP Proeess. The 
Munieipal Manager shall ensure that Disaster Management is a standing 
agenda item in all Management meetings. 

4.1.6 The Ngwathe Local Municipal Interdepartmental Disaster Risk 
Management Committee (IDRMC) 

4. 1.6.1 Purpose of the IDRMC 

The Munieipal Manager is responsible to establish and sustain an 
Interdepartmental Disaster Risk Management Committee (IDRMC) to: 

• promote interdepartmental relations; 

• aehieve a eoordinated, integrated and eommon approaeh to disaster risk 
management by the departments and other internal units in the 
administration of the munieipality (Seetion 44(l)(b)(i) of the Aet); 

• ensure development and implementation of appropriate disaster risk 
reduetion methodologies; and 

• ensure emergeney preparedness and rapid and effeetive disaster 
response and reeovery eapabilities. 

• The eommittee is ehaired by the MM of Ngwathe IDRMC and shall meet 
at least onee a quarter, but is not preeluded from meeting more 
frequently should eireumstanees so dietate. 



4. 1.6.2 Responsibilities of the IDRMC 

Sections 47 and 48 of the Disaster Management Act prescribe 
responsibilities to the Ngwathe IDRMC which include: 

Disaster Risk Reduction Planning and Operations: 

> monitoring, assessing, and coordinating council’s disaster risk 
management planning and implementation, with particular emphasis 
on risk reduction policies, practices and strategies; 

> collaborating, coordinating and monitoring progress on joint projects 
and programmes and their integration as part of the IDP process; 

> annually reviewing the Council’s disaster risk management 
framework; 

> annually reviewing disaster risk management plans to ensure that 
the plans are integrated, current, and consistent with the disaster 
risk management framework; 

> promoting joint standard operational procedures within and among 
the departments and other entities within council; 

> monitoring progress on the implementation of priority projects aimed 
at risk reduction; and 

> participating in simulation exercises annually to remain current on 
roles and responsibilities in the activation and operation of the 
Disaster Operations Centre to ensure rapid and efficient response 
and recovery in the event of a disaster occurring or threatening to 
occur in council’s area. 


Contingency Planning, Disaster Response and Recovery: 


> when a disastrous event occurs or is threatening to occur in the area 
of a municipality, on receipt of an activation alert from the Head of 



the DRMC (or designate), reporting immediately to the Disaster risk 
management Centre -Disaster Operations Centre (DOC); 

> eondueting initial and speeialist post disaster assessments for the 
department’s or entities’ funetional area; 

> ensuring that departments respond rapidly to disasters; 

> ensuring effieient and eoordinated disaster response and reeovery 
operations; 

> monitoring progress with, and ensuring that, post disaster 
reeonstruetion and rehabilitation projeets inelude measures to 
reduee risk to similar events in the future; 

> ensuring that regular reports on progress with disaster reeovery are 
eontinuously submitted to eouneil as well as to the DRMC of the 
Provinee and NDMC ; and 

> ensuring that all doeumentation and reeords relating to the disaster 
are retained and plaeed in safe-keeping for the purposes of post 
disaster investigation, inquiry or review. 

4. 1.6.3 Project Teams and Planning Clusters 

The IDRMC may eonvene projeet teams to address speeifie joint risk reduetion 
priorities ineluding post disaster projeets. Teams so eonvened will aet as sub- 
eommittees of the IDRMC for the duration of their task and will determine their 
terms of referenee and outeomes in eonsultation with the Head of the Centre 
and the IDRMC; will plan and manage sueh multi-diseiplinary projeets; and 
will report baek to the IDRMC. 

In the eontext of emergeney preparedness, planning elusters will also be 
eonvened to address eontingeney plans for speeifie priority risks posed by 
hazards sueh as storms, floods, drought, fires, epidemies, transportation 
aeeidents, oil spills, hazardous material spills, Xenophobie attaeks erowd 
related events. These eontingeney plans will inelude strategies and proeedures 
to ensure the implementation of an ineident management system, whieh will 



establish joint standards of practice and inter-disciplinary co-operation for 
rapid and effective disaster response capabilities. Such plans will also be 
subject to consultation with Ngwathe IDRMC. 

Arrangements for stakeholder participation and technical advice 


4.2.1 Communication with the Fezile Dabi District Municipality 

In terms of the legislation communication must be maintained at all times 
among Municipal Disaster Management Centre, the PDMC and NDMC in order 
to: 

> assist Fezile Dabi District Disaster Management Centre to identify and 
establish communication links with disaster management role players in 
the municipal area and develop and maintain an electronic database; 

> develop guidelines for the preparation and regular review of disaster 
management plans and strategies including contingency plans and 
emergency procedures and the integration of the concepts and principles 
of disaster management with integrated development plans and 
programmers; 

> Submit a copy of the Disaster Plan and any amendment thereto and 
reports to the Fezile Dabi District Disaster Management Centre for 
submission to the PDMC and then NDMC. 

> Immediately inform the DDRMC of any disaster which occurs or 
threatens to occur in municipal area; provide information regarding the 
assessment of the disaster and make recommendations regarding the 
classification of the disaster as may be appropriate 



4.2.2 Municipal Disaster Management Advisory Forum 

The forum has been established 

4. 2. 2. 2 Composition of the Ngwathe Local Municipality DMAF 

The forum is eonvened and ehaired by the Coordinator of Disaster 
Management in the munieipality and eomprises the following members: 

4. 2. 2. 3 Integration with the IDP Process 

In order to faeilitate the integration of disaster risk management into the IDP 
proeess, the Head of the DRMC must serve on both the IDP Steering Committee 
and IDP Representative Forum. All development projeets must be referred to 
the MAP IDRMC for eomment and input before their submission to eouneil for 
approval. 

4. 2. 2. 4 Units of Volunteers 

• The munieipality may reeruit and train volunteers; 

• The register for volunteers should be maintained. 

4. 2. 2. 5 Joint co-operation with neighbouring authorities through the 
DRMAF and other forums 

Cooperation with the following neighbouring munieipalities will be enhaneed: 

• Moqhaka Loeal Munieipality 

• Mafube Loeal Munieipality 

• Metsimaholo Loeal Munieipality 

• Tlokwe Loeal munieipality 

• Sedibeng Loeal Munieipality 



Provision must be made for the representation on the Disaster Risk 

Management Advisory Forum as well as other forums of the Fezile Dabi Distriet 

Munieipality for the purposes of: 

• the identifieation of potential eross boundary threats; 

• sharing information on disasters and important risk reduetion issues; 

• partieipative disaster risk planning; 

• joint eontingeney planning; 

• developing and establishing joint standards of praetiee; 

• information sharing ineluding disaster risk management plans and the 
dissemination of early warnings; 

• elear identifieation of roles and responsibilities in the event of eross 
boundary disasters whieh oeeur as well as responsibilities for the issue of 
advisories or early warnings of the potential spread or progress of a 
signifieant event or disaster into one or more neighbouring jurisdietions; 

• eoneluding mutual assistanee agreements, bilateral and multilateral 
agreements with elearly defined protoeols for the purposes of shared risk 
reduetion initiatives, emergeney preparedness and eross boundary response 
and reeovery efforts; 

• sharing expertise and the development of disaster assistanee response 
teams; 

• establishing strategie eommunieation links, proeedures and protoeols; and 

• Creating opportunities for eondueting researeh. 


4. 2. 2. 6 Mutual Assistance Agreements 


Ngwathe LM, Fezile Dabi Distriet Munieipality, munieipal organs of state, and 
any other entities operating within the administrations of munieipalities must 
assess their eapaeity to meet their responsibilities for disaster risk reduetion, 
emergeney preparedness and response and reeovery in terms of the Aet. Where 



required they must enter into partnerships and eonelude mutual assistanee 
agreements with other organs of state, the private seetor, eommunities and 
nongovernmental organisations to augment their eapaeity. Sueh agreements 
must be in aeeordanee with the national guidelines. 

4. 2. 2. 4 Key performance indicators 

• The IDRMC is established and is operating effeetively. 

• A job deseription and key performanee indieators for the Head of the Offiee 
have been developed. 

• The Head of the Disaster Risk Management Centre is appointed in terms of a 
written eontraet, whieh ineludes key performanee indieators. 

• Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality Disaster Risk Management Centre is fully 
established and staffed and is operating optimally. 

• Provision has been made for the neeessary funding to give effeet to the 
arrangements. 

• Aeeurate reeords of eorrespondenee, proeeedings, meetings and plans are 
maintained. 

• A eurrent register for disaster risk management volunteers is maintained 
and updated. 

4.3 Monitoring and evaluation 

Ngwathe Loeal Munieipal DRM offiee is responsible to ensure that any 
established struetures (e.g. Ward Forums and the volunteer unit) eonduet self- 
assessments and peer reviews at least twiee a year. Assessment and review 
reports must be prepared in aeeordanee with the reporting guideline to be 
developed by Ngwathe LM DRM offiee. Copies of the reports of the Ngwathe 
Loeal Munieipal DRM offiee must be submitted to the Fezile Dabi Distriet 
Disaster Management Centre.

4.2.2 Hazard and Risk Analysis

> To identify what risks present the greatest threat to provincial 
development planning. 

> To develop an understanding of how best to manage existing, residual 
and future risks. 

> To assign levels of risk 

4.2. 2. 2 The Key Steps 

> Identify and assess significant hazards 

> Analyze the disaster risk(s) 

> Evaluate the disaster risk(s) 

> Monitor disaster risk reduction initiatives and update and disseminate 
disaster risk assessment information.

5. 1 Core Disaster Risk Reduction Principles 


All disaster risk management plans must give explieit priority to the eore 
prineiples of disaster prevention and mitigation. 

5.1.1 Disaster Prevention 

It refers to aetions that provide outright avoidanee of the adverse impaet of 
hazards and related environmental, teehnologieal and biologieal disasters. 


5.1.2 Disaster Mitigation 

It refers to struetural and non-struetural measures that are undertaken to 
the limit the adverse impaet of natural hazards, environmental degradation 



and technological hazards on vulnerable areas, communities and 
households.

7.3 KPA 4: RESPONSE AND RECOVERY 

Objective 

To ensure effective and appropriate disaster response and recovery by: 

Implementing a uniform approach to the dissemination of early warnings;

7.4.1 Early Warnings 


Ej rly warnings are designed to alert areas, eommunities, households and 
in lividuals to an impending or imminent signifieant event or disaster so 
th it they ean take the neeessary steps to avoid or reduee the risk and 
prepare for an effeetive response. 


Major Role Players in integrated early warning: 


> South Afriean Weather Serviees - elimate foreeast, satellite information; 

> Department of Water Affairs & Forestry - flood warnings, dam and river 
levels, water supplies; 

> Department of Agrieulture - erop foreeasts, staple food quality, forage 
availability, water irrigation and livestoek; 

> Department of Health - epidemies and diseases. 


Disaster Assessment 


On-site assessment ineludes establishing what resourees are neeessary 
to ensure the delivery of immediate, effeetive and appropriate response 
and relief measures to affeeted areas and eommunities and to faeilitate 
business eontinuity. 


Response and Recovery 

The operational plans and guidelines of the various response ageneies 
that eontribute to field operations must be eonsidered when alloeating 
responsibilities for response and reeovery. Primary and seeondary 
responsibilities will be alloeated for eaeh of the operational aetivities 
assoeiated with disaster response e.g. evaeuation, shelter, seareh and 
reseue, emergeney medieal serviees and fire fighting. 


Relief Measures 



Relief operations following signifieant and/or events elassified as 
disasters will be eoordinated. Relief assistanee and donations will be 
equitably distributed. 


Rehabilitation and Reconstruction 

The organ of state tasked with primary responsibility for known hazard 
will faeilitate the establishment of projeet teams. 

Key Performance Indicators 

> Post disaster projeet teams for rehabilitation and reeonstruetion have 
been established and operate effeetively. 

> Meehanisms for the monitoring of rehabilitation and reeonstruetion 
projeets have been established and regular progress reports are 
submitted to the NDMC. 

> The provineial and munieipal disaster management eentres have 
established and doeumented elear proeedures for aeeessing, interpreting 
and disseminating early warnings of both rapid and slow onset hazards. 

5. Information and Communication 

ENABLER 1: INFORMATION MANAGEMENT AND COMMUNICATION 
Objective 

To guide the development of a eomprehensive information management 
and eommunieation system and establish integrated eommunieation 
links with all disaster risk management role players. 

7.5.1 Establishing an Information Management and Communication 
System 

The information management and eommunieation system will inelude 
the establishment of eommunieation links, whieh will enable the 
reeeipt, transmission and dissemination of information between 
disaster management eentres and those likely to be affeeted by disaster 
risks as well as other role players and role players and stakeholders 
involved in disaster risk management. The design of the system will 



take into account the lack of technological infrastructure in areas and 
communities most at risk, as well as telephonic system failures during 
disasters. This will require the use of a dedicated two-way provincial 
emergency radio communication network. 

7.5.2 Integrated Information Management and Communication Model 

An integrated information management and communication system 
must be established to achieve the objectives of the KPAs and enablers 
outlined in the national disaster management framework. 


7.5.3 Data Acquisition (Data Collection and Capturing) 

The process will identify both the inputs and data sources (data 
custodians) that will be required to ensure effective support for the 
implementation of the Act and the Framework. 

The following types of data, among others, will be required: - 

> Base data (e.g. topographical, census, land cover, infrastructure, deeds, 
environmental) 

> Dynamic data (e.g. contact and other relevant details of all role players) 

> Field data (e.g. features of buildings, infrastructure) 

> Situational reporting system (e.g. incidents, local conditions) 

> Hazard tracking (e.g. weather conditions, flood, fire hazard conditions, 
droughts) 

> Early warnings 




7.5.4 Key Performance Indicators 

> Data needs have been defined by the PDMC. 

> Data sourees have been identified by the PDMC. 

















> Data collection and capturing methodologies have been developed and 
implemented. 

> The responsibilities of the respective data custodians have been 
defined and assigned.

7.6 ENABLER 2: EDUCATION, TRAINING, PUBLIC AWARENESS & 
RESEARCH 

Objective 

To promote a culture of risk avoidance among stakeholders by 
capacitating role players through integrated education, training and 
public awareness programmes informed by scientific research. 

7.6.1 EDUCATION AND TRAINING 

7.6. 1.1 School Programmes 

Ngwathe Muincipality will seek to establish links with existing 
awareness creation programmes in schools for the purpose of 
disseminating of information on disaster risk management and risk 
avoidance. The district municipalities will play an active part in 
engaging schools to ensure a practical approach to awareness 
programmes. 

7.6. 1.2 Dissemination and Use of Indigenous Knowledge 

It is imperative that traditional leaders, as custodians of indigenous 
knowledge, play an active role at the local, district and provincial levels. 
The indigenous knowledge is an integral part of disaster risk 
management. 

7.6. 1.3 Training Programmes for Government Officials and Policy 
Makers 

Training programmes for government officials and policy makers will 
embrace the multidisciplinary and interdisciplinary dimensions of 
disaster risk reduction, which will include the following: 

> Development planning 

> Hazard identification and assessment 



> Communicable diseases 

> Dry land agrieulture 

> Partieipatory rural appraisal 

> Applied elimate seienee and CIS 

7.6. 1.4 Community Training Programmes 

Training programmes for eommunities will foeus on disaster risk awareness, 
disaster risk reduetion, volunteerism and preparedness. Communities will be 
given the opportunity to modify and enhanee training programmes through the 
inelusion of indigenous knowledge, praetiees and values, and the ineorporation 
of loeal experienee of disasters and disaster risk management. 

7.6.2 PUBLIC AWARENESS 

7.6.2. 1 Public Awareness Strategy 

To ineuleate risk avoidanee behaviour by all stake holders, publie awareness 
eampaigns aimed at raising eonseiousness about disaster risks will provide 
information on how to reduee vulnerability and exposure to hazards. These 
eampaigns will inelude: 

> Organized and planned awareness programmes 

> Imbizo meetings 

> Annual reeognition and eelebration of World Disaster Risk 
Reduetion Day 

> Rewards, ineentives, eompetitions and reeognition sehemes to 
enhanee awareness of and partieipation in risk reduetion aetivities 

> Dissemination of information to all role players 

7. 6. 2. 2 Communication through the Media (Communication Unit) 

The role of the media during disasters must be defined and managed through a 
eonsultative proeess involving the media, role players involved in response and 
reeovery efforts, and eommunities routinely affeeted by disasters or impending 
disasters. The PDMC will establish and manage ongoing relations with relevant 
eommunity and loeal and media. 

7.6.3 RESEARCH 

The Disaster Management Offiee, through a proeess of eonsultation, will 
develop a strategie disaster risk reduetion researeh agenda to effeetively inform 
disaster risk management planning and implementation in the munieipality. 
Researeh initiatives will also be linked to the IDP proeesses of munieipalities. 



The PDMC will facilitate: 

> Consultation and engagement between the eommunities and disaster 
Risk Management role players’ holders and stakeholders. 

> A proeess for auditing existing initiatives and programmes. 

> The development of an integrated disaster risk reduetion researeh 
agenda and programme.

The area is not eonsidered as a primary tourist destination, although it is inereasingly beeoming a 
favourite weekend destination. The hunting and guesthouse industries displayed an exeeedingly rapid 
growth the past few years. Tourism only eontributes 3,1% to the GDP of the distriet in 2010. The 
industry needs to grow to levels as experieneed in the provinee whieh has a eontribution of 5,9% of 
GDP. Tourism in the distriet has been growing steadily at 3,4% per annum. As eould be expeeted, the 
Ngwathe area has the highest levels of tourism at 9,7% of GDP, while the Metsimaholo area has only a 
1,7% eontribution to GDP. There is a potential for growth in the tourism seetor and needs to be 
exploited, espeeially in terms of the domestie market. (LED Report, 2013). 

Apart form the pristine natural landseapes, espeeially related to the VDWHS, The Free State Provinee 
played a signifieant role in the Anglo Boer War, resulting in a number of historieally important tourist 
attraetions. The Koppies area, for example, is beeoming well known for various battlefields as tourist 
attraetions. 

■ The R82 Battlefield Route from Kroonstad to Greenlands, ineluding the Rooiwal Battlefield, has 
been offieially established. 

■ Improvements and upgrading of the battlefields were reeently endeavoured. 

■ Other sites of signifieant value are the Vredefortweg Coneentration Camp Cemetery (Koppies 
distriet). 

■ As a result of the Boer Matabeli War, the Kwantitise Battlefield, also known as the Vegkop 
Battlefield (Heilbron area), is eonsidered as a signifieant tourist attraetion. 

■ The area is not eonsidered as a primary tourist destination, although it is inereasingly beeoming 
a favourite weekend destination. The hunting and guesthouse industries displayed an 
exeeedingly rapid growth the past few years. Tourism only eontributes 3,1% to the GDP of the 
distriet in 2010. 

Parys Area: 

Parys, due to its favourable loeation to Gauteng, is a popular weekend tourist destination rendering the 
urban area ideal for enhaneed tourism development. The town additionally houses several sporting 
events. The Couneil will support feasible tourism developments, meeting legal guidelines and 
standards, to eontribute to loeal eeonomie development. Signifieant tourism faeilities inelude: 

■ VDWHS with assoeiated guest houses, venues, game farms and resorts

■ The Mimosa Gardens and Rotary Resort 

■ Vaal de Graee, Island 13 and Parys Golf & Country Estates 

■ Afri-dome equestrian eentre and assoeiated venues 

■ Two seenie routes were identified that run virtually parallel to the Vaal River in the Koepel area and 
eomprise of extreme beauty, unique topography and landseape features. The routes also provide, in 
some instanees, aeeess to the Vaal River and are identified as the Koepel Seenie Route (Seetions of 
Roads S 264, 212, 80 & 713) and the Vaal Eden Seenie Route (Seetions of Roads S 1052 & 171).

Vredefort Area: 

■ The Vredefort erater is the largest verified impaet erater on Earth, more than 300 km aeross (when it 

was formed) and named after the town of Vredefort, situated near its eentre. Although the erater 
itself has long sinee eroded away, the remaining geologieal struetures at its eentre are known as the 
Vredefort Dome or Vredefort impaet strueture, sinee 2005 loeated in the VDWHS. 




Resorts and Tourism

■ There is neither a resort nor any signifieant tourism related eharaeteristies in Edenville and its 
immediate surroundings. A possibility exists to provide a small tourist faeility/ view point at an old 
exploited lime mine. 

■ Biodiversity in the area is underexplored and probably underestimated in terms of its value and eeo- 
tourism potential. 

■ Speeifie referenee is also made to the game ranehes and guesthouses on farms. 




C : AGRICULTURAL AREAS 


The region aeeommodates predominantly agrieultural related aetivities. Only a restrieted pereentage of 
the region is unavailable for agrieulture purposes (5%). A fairly signifieant portion of the region (48%) 
is eurrently under eultivation, whieh is attributed to the average rainfall in the area and the general 
availability of water for irrigation purposes.

CHAPTER THREE (3 ): DEVELOPMENTAL STRATEGIES AND OBJECTIVES 
Introduction 

It is important that a municipal IDP correlate with National and Provineial 
intent so as to eo-ordinate the work of all spheres of government. Sueh a 
eoherent plan will ensure the improvement of the quality of life for all 
eitizens. Issues of national and provineial importanee should be refleeted in 
the IDP of the munieipality. For this reason this ehapter eommenees with a 
brief overview of national and provineial intent that influenee the integrated 
development plan and intended development objeetives, strategies and 
priorities of the NLM. 

1. National Development Plan (Vision for 2030) 

“The Vision Statement and the National Development Plan presented here is a 
step in the process of charting a new path for our country. By 2030, we seek to 
eliminate poverty and reduce inequality. We seek a country wherein all citizens 
have the capabilities to grasp the ever-broadening opportunities available. Our 
plan is to change the life chances of millions of our people, especially the youth; 
life chances that remain stunted by our apartheid history. ” 

(Trevor Manual, MP, Minister in the Presideney, On behalf of the National 
Planning Commission) 

Creating a virtuous cycle of growth and development 

It is possible to eliminate poverty and to sharply reduee inequality by 2030. 
The eommission proposes that these be the guiding objeetives of the national 
plan over the next 20 years. All elements of the plan must demonstrate their 
effeet on these two goals. 

The national plan has to attaek the blight of poverty and exelusion, and 
nurture eeonomie growth at the same time; ereating a virtuous eyele of 
expanding opportunities, building eapabilities, redueing poverty, involving 
eommunities in their own development, all leading to rising living standards. 
Sueh a virtuous eyele requires agreement aeross soeiety about the 
eontribution and saerifiees of all seetors and interests. This will translate into 
greater eonfidenee and a greater field of opportunities for individuals and the 
eountry. Growth and development, and redueing poverty and inequality, are 



the core elements of this virtuous cycle. Strong leadership throughout society, 
national consensus, social cohesion and a capable state are its key enablers.

By 2030, people living in South Africa should feel 
safe and have no fear of crime. Women and 
children and all vulnerable groups should feel 
protected. They should have confidence in the 
criminal justice system to effectively apprehend 
and prosecute criminals who violate individual and 
community safety. The South African Police Service 
and metro police should be a professional 
institution staffed by skilled, disciplined, ethical 
individuals who value their work and serve the 
community. 

Achieving this vision requires targeted action in five 
key areas: 

• Strengthening the criminal justice system 

• Making the police service professional 

• Demilitarising the police service 

• Building safety using an integrated approach 

• Building community participation in community 

safety 


The plan proposes radical reforms in several areas. 
Parliament's oversight role should be enhanced, the 
political/ administrative interface stabilised, the 
public service professionalised, skills upgraded and 
coordination improved. A more pragmatic approach 
to the intergovernmental system is required, 
recognising uneven capacity. 

To professionalise the public service, we propose 
that: 

• Heads of departments should report to a head of 
the civil service on administrative matters. 

• A hybrid system of appointing heads of 
departments should be introduced, 
incorporating both political and administrative 
elements. 

• A graduate recruitment programme and a local 
government skills development strategy should 
be introduced to attract high-quality candidates. 

• The Public Service Commission should be given 

the power to develop and monitor norms and

standards for appointments at each level. 

A purely administrative approach should be 
adopted for lower-level appointments, with 
senior officials given full authority to appoint 
staff in their departments. 


In addition to political will, the fight against 
corruption has to be fought on three fronts: 
deterrence, prevention and education. 

• Deterrence helps people understand that they 
are likely to get caught and punished. 

• Prevention is about systems (information, audit 
and so on) that make it hard to engage in 
corrupt acts. 

• The social dimensions of corruption can only be 
tackled by focusing on values, through 
education. South Africa has some, but not all, of 
these elements in place. 


A united people and a more cohesive society are not 
only national objectives; they are also means to 
eradicating poverty and inequality. Our strategy to 
enhance social cohesion is based on three themes: 

• Reducing poverty and inequality by broadening 
opportunity through economic inclusion, 
education and skills, and specific redress 
measures. 

• Promoting mutual respect, inclusiveness and 
cohesion by acting on the constitutional 
imperative that South Africa belongs to all who 
live in it, and that all are equal before the law. 

• Deepening the national appreciation of the 
responsibilities and obligations that citizens 
have towards one another. 

In addition to measures that promote social equity 
outlined elsewhere in the plan, we propose: 

• The Bill of Responsibility, developed by the 
Department of Basic Education and others, 
should be popularised, encouraging all South 
Africans to live the values of the Constitution. 

• A pledge based on the Constitution's preamble 
should be developed and used in school

All South Afrieans should be eneouraged to 
learn an African language and government 
programmes should work to make this a reality. 
The Commission on Gender Equality and the 
Ministry for Women, Children and People with 
Disabilities should jointly set clear targets for 
the advancement of women's rights and report 
on progress in achieving this in an annual 
publication each August. 

Employment equity and other redress measures 
should be made more effective by focusing on 
the environment within which capabilities are 
developed. 

A review of black economic empowerment. 

While this remains the correct approach to 
broaden ownership and control over productive 
parts of the economy, the present model is not 
achieving the desired objectives quickly enough. 
Redress measures in the workplace should 
focus on enterprise development, access to 
training, career mobility and mentoring. 


To make meaningful, rapid and sustained progress in reducing poverty and 
inequality over the next two decades. South Africa needs to write a new story 
At the core of this plan is a new development paradigm that seeks to involve 
communities, youth, workers, the unemployed and business in partnership 
with each other, and with a more capable state. The aim is to develop the 
capabilities of individuals and of the country, and to create opportunities for 
all South Africans.

Government, under the leadership of Minister Ebrahim Patel, on 23 November 
2010 released the Framework of the New Economie Growth Path aimed at 
enhaneing growth, employment ereation and equity. The policy’s principal 
target is to ereate five million jobs over the next 10 years. This framework 
refleets government’s eommitment to prioritising employment ereation in all 
eeonomie polieies. It identifies strategies that will enable South Afriea to grow 
in a more equitable and inelusive manner while attaining South Afriea’s 
developmental agenda. 

Central to the New Growth Path is a massive investment in infrastrueture as a 
eritieal driver of jobs aeross the eeonomy. 


• The framework identifies investments in five key areas namely: energy, 
transport, eommunieation, water and housing. Sustaining high levels of 
publie investment in these areas will ereate jobs in eonstruetion, operation 
and maintenanee of infrastrueture. 

• The new growth path sees the infrastrueture programme as a trigger to 
build a loeal supplier industry for the manufaeture of the eomponents for 
the build-programme. 

• Speeifie measures, partieularly ehanges to proeurement poliey and 
regulations, are identified to ensure that this is aehieved. Risks inelude the 
still fragile global reeovery; eompetition and eollaboration with the new fast- 
growing eeonomies; and eompeting interests domestieally. 

The New Growth Path identifies five other priority areas as part of the 
programme to ereate jobs, through a series of partnerships between the State 
and the private seetor.

BACK TO BASICS 


The core services that local government provides - clean drinking water, 
sanitation, electricity, shelter, waste removal and roads - are basic human 
rights, essential components of the right to dignity enshrined in our 
Constitution and Bill of Rights. Our vision of developmental local government 
was that it would be the building block on which the reconstruction and 
development of our country and society was built, a place in which the citizens 
of our country could engage in a meaningful and direct way with the 
institutions of the state. Local government is where most citizens interface with 
government, and its foundational ethos must be about serving people. 

Yet despite our delivery achievements, it is clear that much needs to be done to 
support, educate and where needed, enforce implementation of local 
government’s mandate for delivery. The transformation of the local government 
sector remains a priority for the current administration. Our National 
Development Plan makes it clear that meeting our transformation agenda 
requires functional municipalities and capable machinery at a local level that 
can create safe and healthy and economically sustainable areas where citizens 
and people can work, live and socialise. 

It is therefore important to understand where we are, where we could be and 
what needs to be done to improve performance. Our goal is to improve the 
functioning of municipalities to better serve communities by getting the basics 
right. 

COGTA has done a review of South Africa’s 278 municipalities, which has 
revealed that we still have a journey to reach the ideal municipality we 
envisage. The top third municipalities have got the basics right and are 
performing their functions at least adequately. Within this group, there are a 
small group of top performers that are doing extremely well. In these 
municipalities there are innovative practices to ensure sustainability and 
resilience. This small core represents the desired (ideal) state for all our 
municipalities. 

The middle third of municipalities are fairly functional, and overall 
performance is average. While the basics are mostly in place and the 
municipalities can deliver on the main functions of local government, we also 
find some areas of poor performance or decline that are worrying signs. 

The bottom third of municipalities are frankly dysfunctional, and significant 
work is required to get them to function properly. Among others we find 



endemic corruption, councils which don’t function, no structured community 
engagement, and poor financial management leading to continuous negative 
audit outcomes. There is a poor record of service delivery, and functions such 
as fixing potholes, collecting refuse, maintaining public places or fixing street 
lights are not performed. While most of the necessary resources to render the 
functions or maintain the systems are available, the basic mechanisms to 
perform these functions are often not in place. It is in these municipalities that 
we are failing our people dramatically, and where we need to be intervening 
urgently in order to correct the decay in the system. 

Back to Basics - a Programme for Change 

“We cannot solve today’s problems with the same level of thinking that created 
the problems in the first place” (Albert Einstein). We need to do things 
differently if we want different solutions we must change our paradigm to focus 
on serving the people and not extra activities. The Constitution and other 
legislation spell out our responsibilities and tasks. Some municipalities 
perform them well, but others don’t. 

A differentiated approach 

Our transformational agenda recognizes that there are widely divergent levels 
of performance between different categories of municipalities - in terms of 
services, public engagement, good governance, financial management and 
technical capacity. Our aim is to encourage all municipalities to become 
positively functional centers of good governance. We need to set the proper 
standards for municipal performance.

In the ease of Distriet Munieipalities, an 
overview of all munieipalities in terms of ward eommittee funetioning must be 
provided. 

• How many issues were brought to the attention of eouneillors and how 
these are being addressed? 

• All aetions being taken to address fraud and eorruption. 

4.4 Mayor must report on a monthly basis to Couneil on: 

• How many report baeks to stakeholders the Mayor and/or 

mayoral/ exeeutive eommittee held to eommunieate polieies, plans and progress 
of eouneil? 

• Number of meetings of Mayoral/ Exeeutive Committee held in the 
previous month and whether or not they were open to the publie. 

• Number of visits to hotspots / areas where there are breakdowns in 
eommunity serviees and what was subsequently done. 

• All aetivities in the previous month by eouneillors, on eampaigns to 
improve the ‘eulture of payment for serviees’ and ‘against illegal eonneetions, 
eable theft, manhole eovers’.

• Quarterly performanee reviews of senior management and what aetion is 
taken where needed. 

• Whether there are vaeaneies of senior management and 
professional/ teehnieal staff, and steps taken to fill positions. 

• How many tenders were awarded and average length of time taken in 
sueh tenders: (i) from date of advert to date of final Evaluation Committee 
meeting and (ii) from date of Final Evaluation Committee to date on whieh 
award was sent to winning bidder. 

• Total value of seetion 36 awards for the previous month. 

• Total value of awards of tenders for the previous month. 

• How many letters elarifying problems raised by eommunities were replied 
to during the previous month? 

• Areas of protest and aetions taken to address issues, ineluding labour 
disputes, for the previous month. 

• Infrastrueture delivery the previous month, ineluding: (i) how mueh was 
spent on the eapital budget the previous month, (ii) how many eleetrieity 
outages there were and the average length of time taken to fix them, (iii) How 
many sewerage spillages there were and how long it took to fix them, (iv) 
baeklog delivery in housing, roads (km), water, eleetrieity, sanitation that were 
addressed. 

4.7 Chief Finaneial Offieer to report on a monthly basis to Couneil on: 

• The monthly report required by National Treasury. 

• Revenue eolleetion and debtor management proeesses. 

• Multiyear infrastrueture investment and maintenanee plans and 
budgets, ineluding steps taken to build and improve the munieipality’s eapaeity 
to spend eapital budgets. 

• All post Audit Aetion Plans. 

• Internal eontrols and what steps are taken to monitor these.

CHAPTER FIVE (5); THE FINANCIAL PLAN 
Introduction 


The application of sound financial management principles for the compilation 
of the Municipality’s financial plan is essential and critical to ensure that the 
municipality remains financially viable and that municipal services are 
provided sustainably, economically and equitably to all communities. 

The Municipality’s business and service delivery priorities were reviewed as 
part of this year’s planning and budget process. Where appropriate, funds 
were transferred from low- to high-priority programmer’s so as to maintain 
sound financial stewardship. A critical review was also undertaken of 
expenditures on noncore items. 

The Municipality has embarked on implementing a range of revenue collection 
strategies to optimize the collection of debt owed by consumers. Furthermore, 
the Municipality has undertaken various customer care initiatives. 

National Treasury’s MFMA Circular No. 74 and previous circulars were used to 
guide the compilation of the 2015/16 MTREF. 

The main challenges experienced during the compilation of the 2015/16 
MTREF can be summarized as follows: 

• The ongoing difficulties in the national and local economy; 

• Aging and poorly maintained water, roads and electricity infrastructure; 

• The need to reprioritize projects and expenditure within the existing 
resource envelope given the cash flow realities and declining cash 
position of the municipality; 

• The increased cost of bulk water and electricity (due to tariff increases 
from Rand Water and Eskom), which is placing upward pressure on 
service tariffs to residents. Continuous high tariff increases are not 
sustainable; 

• Wage increases for municipal staff that continue to exceed consumer 
inflation, as well as the need to fill critical vacancies; 

• Affordability of capital projects - Endless list of legitimate capital project 
to address backlogs against limited resources to fund the capital 
projects; and 

The following budget principles and guidelines directly informed the 
compilation of the 2015/16 MTREF: 

• The 2015/16 Adjustments Budget priorities and targets, as well as the 
base line allocations contained in that Adjustments Budget were adopted 
as the upper limits for the new baselines for the 2015/16 annual budget; 



• Intermediate serviee level standards were used to inform the measurable 
objeetives, targets and baeklog eradieation goals; 

• Tariff and property rate inereases should be affordable and should 
generally not exeeed inflation as measured by the CPI, exeept where 
there are priee inereases in the inputs of serviees that are beyond the 
eontrol of the munieipality, for instanee the eost of bulk water and 
eleetrieity. In addition, tariffs need to remain or move towards being eost 
refleetive, and should take into aeeount the need to address 
infrastrueture baeklogs; 

• There will be no budget alloeated to national and provineial funded 
projeets unless the neeessary grants to the munieipality are refleeted in 
the national and provineial budget and have been gazetted as required by 
the annual Division of Revenue Aet; 

In view of the aforementioned, the following table is a eonsolidated overview of

Total operating revenue has grown substantially by 5.7 per eent or R27.6 
million for the 2015/16 finaneial year when eompared to the 2014/15 
Adjustments Budget. For the two outer years, operational revenue will 
inerease by 3.1 and 3.8 per eent respeetively. 

Total operating expenditure for the 2015/16 finaneial year has been 
appropriated at R656.7 million and translates into a budgeted defieit of R1 02.9 
million (exeluding non-eash items, the munieipality is budgeting for a surplus 
of R36.3 million). When eompared to the 2014/15 Adjustments Budget, 
operational expenditure has inereased by 1 1.8 per eent in the 2015/16 budget; 
this is largely due to the munieipality budgeting for all posts as per the 
proposed organogram. 

The eapital budget of R75.6 million for 2015/16 is 11.8 per eent more when 
eompared to the 2014/15 Adjustment Budget. It must be highlighted that the 
internally funded eapital projeets ean only be undertaken as and when funds 
beeome available. 


A substantial portion of the capital budget will be funded from National grants 
over MTREF Internally generated funds will contribute 42.3 per cent of capital 
expenditure in the 2015/16 financial year. 


Operating Revenue Framework 

For Ngwathe Local Municipality to continue improving the quality of services 
provided to its citizens it needs to generate the required revenue. In these 
tough economic times strong revenue management is fundamental to the 
financial sustainability of the municipality. The reality is that we are faced 
with development backlogs and poverty. The expenditure required to address 
these challenges will inevitably always exceed available funding; hence difficult 
choices have to be made in relation to tariff increases and balancing 
expenditures against realistically anticipated revenues. 

The municipality’s revenue strategy is built around the following key 
components: 

• National Treasury’s guidelines and macroeconomic policy; 

• Growth in the Municipal area and continued economic development; 

• Sustainable revenue management, which aims to ensure a 80 per cent 
annual collection rate for property rates and other key service charges; 

• Electricity tariff increases as approved by the National Electricity 
Regulator of South Africa (NERSA); 

• Achievement of full cost recovery of specific user charges especially in 
relation to trading services; 

• Determining the tariff escalation rate by establishing/calculating the 
revenue requirement of each service; 

• The municipality’s Property Rates Policy approved in terms of the 
Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 2004) (MPRA); 

• The municipality’s Indigent Policy and rendering of free basic services; 
and 

• Tariff policies of the Municipality.

In line with the formats preseribed by the Munieipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, eapital transfers and 
eontributions are exeluded from the operating statement, as inelusion of these revenue sourees would distort 
the ealeulation of the operating surplus/ defied . 

Revenue generated from rates and serviees eharges forms a signifieant pereentage of the revenue basket for 
the Munieipality. Rates and serviee eharge revenues eomprise more than half the total revenue mix. In the 
2014/15 finaneial year, revenue from rates and serviees eharges totalled R309.2 million or 63.9 per eent. 


This increases to R331.3 million, R349.9 million and R369.5million in the respeetive finaneial years of the 
MTREF. A notable trend is the inerease in the total pereentage revenue generated from rates and serviees 
eharges whieh inereases from 63.9 per eent in 2014/15 to 64.7 per eent in 2015/16. This growth ean be 
mainly attributed to the inereased share that the sale of eleetrieity eontributes to the total revenue mix, whieh 
in turn is due to rapid inereases in the Eskom tariffs for bulk eleetrieity. The above table exeludes revenue 
foregone arising from diseounts and rebates assoeiated with the tariff polieies of the Munieipality. 

‘Other revenue’ whieh eonsists of various items sueh as ineome reeeived from permits and lieenses, building 
plan fees, eonneetion fees, transport fees and advertisement fees. Departments have been urged to review the 
tariffs of these items on an annual basis to ensure they are eost refleetive and market related. 

Operating grants and transfers totals R162.8 million in the 2015/16 finaneial year and steadily deereases to 
R158.4 million by 2017/18. Note that the year-on-year decrease for the 2015/16 finaneial year is 0.6 per 
eent. The following table gives a breakdown of the various operating grants and subsidies allocated to the 
munieipality over the medium term:

Tariff-setting is a pivotal and strategic part of the compilation of any budget. When rates, tariffs and other 
charges were revised, local economic conditions, input costs and the affordability of services were taken into 
account to ensure the financial sustainability of the Municipality. 


The percentage increases of both Eskom and Rand Water bulk tariffs are far beyond the mentioned inflation 
target. Given that these tariff increases are determined by external agencies, the impact they have on the 
municipality’s electricity and in these tariffs are largely outside the control of the Municipality. Discounting 
the impact of these price increases in lower consumer tariffs will erode the Municipality’s future financial 
position and viability. 

It must also be appreciated that the consumer price index, as measured by CPI, is not a good measure of the 
cost increases of goods and services relevant to municipalities. The basket of goods and services utilised for 
the calculation of the CPI consist of items such as food, petrol and medical services, whereas the cost drivers 
of a municipality are informed by items such as the cost of remuneration, bulk purchases of electricity and 
water, petrol, diesel, chemicals, cement etc. The current challenge facing the municipality is managing the 
gap between cost drivers and tariffs levied, as any shortfall must be made up by either operational efficiency 
gains or service level reductions. Within this framework the municipality has undertaken the tariff setting 
process relating to service charges as follows. 

Property Rates 

Property rates cover the cost of the provision of general services. Determining the effective property rate tariff 
is therefore an integral part of the municipality’s budgeting process. 

National Treasury’s MFMA Circular No. 72 deals, inter alia with the implementation of the Municipal Property 
Rates Act, with the regulations issued by the Department of Co-operative Governance. These regulations 
came into effect on 1 July 2009 and prescribe the rate ratio for the non-residential categories, public service 
infrastructure and agricultural properties relative to residential properties to be 0.25:1. The implementation 
of these regulations was done in the previous budget process and the Property Rates Policy of the 
Municipality has been amended accordingly. 

The following stipulations in the Property Rates Policy are highlighted: 



The first R30 000 of the market value of a property used for residential purposes is exeluded from the 
rate-able value (Seetion 17(h) of the MPRA). In addition to this rebate, a further 10 per eent reduetion 
on the market value of a property will be granted in terms of the Munieipality’s own Property Rates 
Poliey; 

100 per eent rebate will be granted to registered indigents in terms of the Indigent Poliey; 

For pensioners, physieally and mentally disabled persons, a maximum/ total rebate of 100 per eent 
(ealeulated on a sliding seale) will be granted to owners of rate-able property if the total gross ineome of 
the applieant and/or his/her spouse, if any, does not to exeeed the amount equal to twiee the annual 
state pension as approved by the National Government for a finaneial year. In this regard the following 
stipulations are relevant: 

oeeupy the property as his/her normal residenee; 

be at least 60 years of age or in reeeipt of a disability pension from the Department of Welfare and 
Population Development; 

be in reeeipt of a total monthly ineome from all sourees as annually determined by the 
munieipality (ineluding ineome of spouses of owner); 
not be the owner of more than one property; and 

provided that where the owner is unable to oeeupy the property due to no fault of his/her own, 
the spouse or minor ehildren may satisfy the oeeupaney requirement, 
ii. Property owners must apply on a preseribed applieation form for a rebate as determined by the 
munieipality. Applieations must be aeeompanied by- 

a eertified eopy of the identity doeument or any other proof of the owners age whieh is 
aeeeptable to the munieipality; 

suffieient proof of ineome of the owner and his/her spouse; 
an affidavit from the owner; 

if the owner is a disabled person proof of a disability pension payable by the state must be 
supplied; and 

if the owner has retired at an earlier stage for medieal reasons proof thereof must be submitted. 

The Munieipality may award a 100 per eent grant-in-aid on the assessment rates of rate-able properties 
of eertain elasses sueh as registered welfare organizations, institutions or organizations performing 



charitable work, sports grounds used for purposes of amateur sport. The owner of sueh a property 
must apply to the Chief Finaneial Offieer in the preseribed format for sueh a grant.

Sale of Water and Impact of Tariff Increases 

With the eurrent water and eleetrieity supply ehallenges faeing the munieipality and the eountry at large, 
sinee demand growth outstrips supply. National Treasury has in the past eneouraged all munieipalities to 
earefully review the level and strueture of their water tariffs to ensure: 

• Water tariffs are fully eost-refieetive - ineluding the eost of maintenanee and renewal of purifieation 
plants, water networks and the eost assoeiated with retieulation expansion; 

• Water tariffs are struetured to proteet basie levels of serviee and ensure the provision of free water to 
the poorest of the poor (indigent); and 




Water tariffs are designed to eneourage effieient and sustainable eonsumption. 


Better maintenanee of infrastrueture, new dam eonstruetion and eost-refleetive tariffs will ensure that the 
supply ehallenges are managed in future to ensure sustainability. 

Although the munieipality has inereased the water tariffs by 5.8 per eent, aetual growth in the antieipated 
revenue from the sale of water is 12 per eent; this is due to inereased number in houses with water 
eonneetion and the munieipality ’s deeision to stop the 6 kl subsidy given to non-indigents. 

A tariff inerease of 5.8 per eent from 1 July 2015 for water is proposed. This is based on input eost 
assumptions of the inerease in the eost of bulk water (Rand Water), the eost of other inputs inereasing at a 
higher pereentage. In addition 6 kf water per 30-day period will only be granted free of eharge to indigent 
residents.

Sale of Electricity and Impact of Tariff Increases 


A proposed 12.2 per eent inerease in the Eskom bulk eleetrieity tariff to munieipalities will be effeetive from 1 
July 2015. 

Considering the Eskom inereases, the eonsumer tariff had to be inereased by 12.2 per eent. Furthermore, it 
should be noted that given the magnitude of the tariff inerease, it is expeeted to depress growth in eleetrieity 
eonsumption, whieh will have a negative impaet on the munieipality’s revenue from eleetrieity. 


Registered indigents will again be granted 50 kWh per 30-day period free of eharge. The munieipality has 
resolved to stop with immediate effeet the grant of free 5kWh of eleetrieity to non-indigents. 

The inadequate eleetrieity bulk eapaeity and the impaet on serviee delivery and development remains a 
ehallenge for the Munieipality. Most of the munieipality’s retieulation network was designed or strengthened 
in the early 1980’s with an expeeted 20-25 year life-expeetaney. The upgrading of the Munieipality’s 
eleetrieity network has therefore beeome a strategie priority, espeeially the substations and transmission 
lines. 

The approved budget for the Eleetrieity Division ean only be utilised for eertain eommitted upgrade projeets 
and to strengthen eritieal infrastrueture (e.g. substations without baek-up supply). 

Owing to the high inereases in Eskom’s bulk tariffs, it is elearly not possible to fund these neeessary upgrades 
through inereases in the munieipal eleetrieity tariff - as the resultant tariff inereases would be unaffordable 
for the eonsumers. The munieipality needs to explore other means of finaneing the required upgrades. 

The munieipality has embarked on programme where it is replaeing and fixing all bridged and broken meters, 
this will result in an inerease in the antieipated revenue that is above the proposed tariff inerease. 

Sanitation and Impact of Tariff Increases 

A tariff inerease of 5.8 per eent for sanitation from 1 July 2015 is proposed. This is based on the input eost 
assumptions related to water.

Waste Removal and Impact of Tariff Increases 

It is widely accepted that the rendering of the waste removal service should at least break even, which is 
currently not the case. The Municipality will have to implement a solid waste strategy to ensure that this 
service can be rendered in a sustainable manner over the medium to long-term. The main contributors to 
this deficit are repairs and maintenance on vehicles, hiring of plant, increases in general expenditure such as 
petrol and diesel and the cost of remuneration. Considering the above, it is recommended that a 
comprehensive investigation into the cost structure of solid waste function be undertaken, and that this 
include investigating alternative service delivery models. The outcomes of this investigation will be 
incorporated into the next planning cycle. 


A 5.8 per cent increase in the waste removal tariff is proposed from 1 July 2015. Higher increases will not be 
viable in 2015/16. Any increase higher than 5.8 per cent would be counter-productive and will result in 
affordability challenges for individual rates payers raising the risk associated with bad debt.

• Balanced budget constraint (operating expenditure should not exceed operating revenue) unless there 
are existing uncommitted cash-backed reserves to fund any deficit; 

• Funding of the budget over the medium-term as informed by Section 18 and 19 of the MFMA; 

• The capital programme is aligned to the asset renewal strategy and backlog eradication plan; 

• Operational gains and efficiencies will be directed to funding the capital budget and other core services; 
and 

• Strict adherence to the principle of no project plan no budget If there is no business plan no funding 
allocation can be made.

The budgeted alloeation for employee related eosts for the 2015/ 16 finaneial year totals R165.6 million, whieh 
equals 25.2 per eent of the total operating expenditure. The budget for employee related eosts are based on 
the proposed organogram. An annual inerease of 5.5 and 5.3 per eent has been ineluded in the two outer 
years of the MTREF. 


The eost assoeiated with the remuneration of eouneillors is determined by the Minister of Co-operative 
Governanee and Traditional Affairs in aeeordanee with the Remuneration of Publie Offiee Bearers Aet, 1998 
(Aet 20 of 1998). The most reeent proelamation in this regard has been taken into aeeount in eompiling the 
Munieipality’s budget. 

The provision of debt impairment for the 2015/16 finaneial year equates to R42.3 million and esealates to 
R47 million by 2017/18. While this expenditure is eonsidered to be a non-eash flow item, it informed the 


total cost associated with rendering the serviees of the munieipality, as well as the munieipality’s realistieally 
antieipated revenues. The munieipality is aware that the provision for debt impairment is understated; the 
provision will be revised during the adjustments budget period when the munieipality’s debt book would have 
been reviewed by the serviee provider appointed to assist the munieipality with the eolleetion of outstanding 
debt. 

Provision for depreeiation and asset impairment has been informed by the Munieipality’s Asset Management 
Poliey. Depreeiation is widely eonsidered a proxy for the measurement of the rate asset eonsumption. Budget 
appropriations in this regard total R95 million for the 2015/16 finaneial year and equates to 14.5 per eent of 
the total operating expenditure. Note that the implementation of GRAP 17 aeeounting standard has meant 
bringing a range of assets previously not ineluded in the assets register onto the register. This has resulted in 
a signifieant inerease in depreeiation relative to previous years. 

Finanee eharges eonsist primarily of the repayment of interest portion on long-term borrowing (eost of 
eapital). Finanee eharges make up 0.15 per eent (R1 million) of operating expenditure for 2015/ 16. 

Bulk purehases are direetly informed by the purehase of eleetrieity from Eskom and water from Rand Water. 
The annual priee inereases have been faetored into the budget appropriations and direetly inform the revenue 
provisions. The expenditures inelude distribution losses. 

Other materials eomprises of the purehase of fuel, diesel, and ehemieals. For 2015/16 the appropriation 
against this group of expenditure is R10.5 million. 

Contraeted serviees have been identified as a eost saving area for the Munieipality. As part of the eompilation 
of the 2014/15 MTREF this group of expenditure was eritieally evaluated and operational effieieneies were 
enforeed. 

Other expenditure eomprises of various line items relating to the daily operations of the munieipality.

Priority given to repairs and maintenance 

Aligned to the priority being given to preserving and maintaining the Munieipality’s eurrent infrastrueture, the 
2015/16 budget and MTREF provide for extensive growth in the area of asset maintenanee, as informed by 
the asset renewal strategy and repairs and maintenanee plan of the Munieipality. In terms of the Munieipal 
Budget and Reporting Regulations, operational repairs and maintenanee is not eonsidered a direet 
expenditure driver but an outeome of eertain other expenditures, sueh as remuneration, purehases of 
materials and eontraeted serviees. Considering these eost drivers, the following table is a eonsolidation of all 
the expenditures assoeiated with repairs and maintenanee: 


During the eompilation of the 2015/16 MTREF operational repairs and maintenanee was identified as a 
strategie imperative owing to the aging of the Munieipality’s infrastrueture and historie deferred maintenanee. 


During the 2013/14 financial year, the municipality had incorrectly budgeted for the purchase of operational 
assets under repairs and maintenance incorrectly. This was corrected during the 2014/15 budget process, 
hence the sharp decline in the repairs and maintenance budget compared to the 2013/14 financial year. 

The total allocation for 2015/16 equates to R14.3 million, the allocation grows at 5.5 and 5.3 per cent over 
the MTREF. In relation to the total operating expenditure, repairs and maintenance comprises of 2.1 per cent 
for the 2015/16 financial year.

For 2015/16 an amount of R 43.6 million has been appropriated for the development of infrastrueture whieh 
represents 57.7 per eent of the total eapital budget. Water Management reeeives the highest alloeation of 
R15.7 million in 2015/16 whieh equates to 35.9 per eent followed by Electricity infrastructure at 19.6 per eent, 
R8.6 million and then Waste management aX. 18.1 per eent, R7.9 million.

3. the Community,

CHAPTER TEN (10) : PERFORMANCE MANAGEMENT SYSTEM 
FRAMEWORK 

( PMS) 

1. I ntroduction 

The Municipal System Act (MSA) of 2000 mandates municipalities to establish 
Performance Management Systems, and the Planning and Performance 
Management Regulations of 2001describes the municipality’s Performance 
Management System as consisting of a framework that articulates and 
represents how the municipality’s cycle and processes of performance 
planning, monitoring, measurement, review, reporting and improvement will be 
conducted, organized , managed and to determine the roles of different 
stakeholders. Furthermore, the MSA Municipal System Act 32 of 2000 and the 
Municipal Finance Management Act of 2003 (MFMA) requires that the 5-year 
strategy of a municipality, the Integrated Development Plan (IDP), must be 
aligned to the municipal budget and be monitored through the annual Service 
Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP). Thus, the IDP, the budget 
and the municipality’s performance systems are intertwined. 

2. PMS Framework 

Ngwathe municipality does have a PMS Framework which was adopted by 
Council on the 30*^ of September 2014. 

3. Policy and legal context for performance management 

Legislative enactments, which govern performance management in 
municipalities are found in the Batho Pele Principles; the White Paper on Local 
Government; Municipal Systems Act, 2000; Municipal Planning and 
Performance Management Regulations 2001; Municipal Finance Management 
Act 2003; Municipal Performance Regulations for Municipal Managers and 
Managers Directly Accountable to Municipal Managers, 2006; the Framework 
on Managing Performance Information and lastly the Directive: Performance 
Information Public Audit Act, 2004 published under Notice 646 of 2007. 

Although it is not considered necessary to go into detail in respect of all the 
legislation it is important to give a brief overview of the most important 
legislative provisions set out in: 

• The Municipal Systems Act , 32 of 2000 

• The Municipal Systems Amendment Act, 7 of 2013 

• The Municipal Planning and Performance Management Regulations, 
2001 

• The Municipal Finance Management Act, No. 56 of 2003; and 



The Municipal Performance Regulations for Municipal Managers and 
Managers Directly Accountable to Municipal Managers, 2006. 


4. Objectives of Performance Management System 

The general objectives of managing performance are, inter alia to: 

• Facilitate increased accountability 

• The PMS should provide a mechanism for ensuring increased 
accountability between: 

• The citizens of the Local Municipality and the Municipal Council; 

• The political and administrative components of the Municipality; and 

• The Office of the Municipal Manager and each municipal department. 

• Facilitate learning and improvement 

• The PMS must also provide a platform for learning and improvement. It 
should enable the Municipality to assess which approaches and methods 
are having the desired impact and in this way enable the Municipality to 
make the necessary improvements that will lead to more effective service 
delivery. It should form the basis for monitoring implementation, 
evaluating and improving the IDP. 

• Provide early warning signals 

• The PMS should provide managers and supervisors at all levels, the 
Municipal Manager, Portfolio Committees and the Council with early 
warning of performance targets that are not going to be reached and thus 
adversely affecting the implementation of the IDP. It is important that the 
system informs decision makers of areas of delivery that are lagging 
behind so that they can intervene and take corrective action as required. 

• Facilitate decision making 

• The PMS should provide suitable management information that will allow 
for efficient, effective and informed decision making, particularly on the 
allocation of resources. 

• The objectives listed above are not exhaustive, but briefly summarize the 
intended benefits of the PMS that is to be reviewed and implemented. 
These intended objectives, together with other criteria, should be used to 
evaluate the PMS at the end of each financial year.

5. Principles of performance management 

The following principles are proposed to inform and guide the review and 
implementation of the Ngwathe Local Municipality’s PMS: 

a. Simplicity 

b. Politically driven 

c. Incremental implementation 

d. Transparency and accountability 

e. Integration 

f. Objectivity. 


6 . Delegation of Responsibilities 

The Municipal Systems Act (2000) places the responsibility of adopting a 
Performance Management System (PMS) on the Council, while holding the 
Mayor responsible for its implementation. 

The Mayor of Ngwathe Local Municipality delegates the responsibility for the 
development and management of the PMS to the Municipal Manager. The 
development of the system is a once-off activity and the Municipal Manager 



submits the system to the Mayor, who in turn forwards it to the full eouneil for 
approval. The responsibility of implementation and management of the system 
remains with the Munieipal Manager as part of his eore funetions as provided 
for in Seetion 55(l)of the Munieipal Systems Aet of 2000. 

7. The Relationship between Integrated Development Planning (IDP), 
the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) and 
Performance Management 

Integrated development planning, as defined by the Munieipal Systems Aet, is a 
proeess by whieh munieipalities prepare a 5 year strategie plan that is reviewed 
annually in eonsultation with eommunities and stakeholders. This strategie 
plan adopts an implementation approaeh and seeks to promote integration. By 
balaneing the eeonomie, eeologieal and soeial pillars of sustainability without 
eompromising the institutional eapaeity required in the implementation and by 
eoordinating aetions aeross seetors and spheres of government, the IDP 
delivers a number of produets that translate to the formulation of the 
munieipal budget, the development of an annual Serviee Delivery and Budget 
Implementation Plan and an organizational performanee seoreeard for the 
munieipality. 

8. Performance Measurement Model 
What is a Performance Measurement Model? 

Performanee management is defined as a strategie proeess to management (or 
system of management), whieh equips leaders, managers, employees and 
stakeholders at different levels with a set of tools and teehniques to regularly 
plan, eontinuously monitor, periodieally measure and review performanee of 
the organization in terms of indieators and targets for effieieney, effeetiveness 
and impaet. 

The Balanced Scorecard Performance Model 

The widely used performanee model is the Balaneed Seoreeard. The Balaneed 
Seoreeard ensures that there is balanee in the set of indieators being eompiled. 
It was developed as a means to measure performanee by eombining both 
finaneial and non-finaneial indieators to ereate a balanee between finaneial and 
other eritieal funetional areas in organizations. By eombining finaneial 
indieators and non-finaneial indieators in a single report, the Balaneed 
Seoreeard aims to provide managers with rieher and more relevant information 
about the aetivities that they are managing than is provided by finaneial 
indieators alone.

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8 . PMS MANAGEMENT CYCLE 
Phase 1: Planning 

Planning for performance simply means developing and reviewing the IDP 
annually in preparation for continuous implementation. Municipal 
performance planning is part of the IDP strategic planning processes. The IDP 
process and the performance management process are seamlessly integrated. 


Phase 2: Monitoring 


Monitoring of performance is done an on-going process throughout the year 
and will run parallel to the implementation of the IDP. Monitoring will be 
conducted within each department. Ngwathe Local Municipality will use a 
paper-based and report-based monitoring mechanism. Different role players 
are allocated tasks to monitor and gather information that would assist the 
municipality to detect early indications of under-performance and take 
corrective measures on time. Information management plays a central role 
during this phase. 

Ngwathe Local Municipality’s monitoring system places responsibility on each 
Department, Division/ Section and Individual employee to collect relevant data 
and information to support the monitoring process. Evidence of performance 
will be gathered, stored by each department and presented to substantiate 
claims of meeting (or not meeting) performance standards. This evidence is 
stored on files (both manual filing and electronic filing, where possible). The 
Heads of the Departments will allocate responsibility in their offices for 
information management, as these performance information files must be 
separate from normal registry filing. Even though registry will have all the data 
and file it as per their filing system, the performance information will be filed 
according to key performance area and key performance indicators. These files 
will be regarded as portfolio of evidence kept for purposes of performance 
measurement, performance review and audit in the other phases. 

Figure : The Organizational Performance Management Cycle 




The roles and responsibilities for monitoring are allocated as follows: 


• Line Managers - Each line manager will be responsible for monitoring 
and reporting on eaeh indieator in their departmental seoreeards. They 
will monitor performanee of their direet reports under their funetional 
areas and report as per the indieator that has been set to measure that 
funetional area. This monitoring oeeurs on a daily basis, with reports 
being submitted to line managers by direet reports on a weekly basis. 
The line manager is responsible for eompiling seetion reports on eaeh of 
the indieators, eolleet the relevant data related to eaeh projeet and 
indieator and faeilitate proper storage of the data in files. 

• Admin Officers - The Admin Offieers in eaeh seetion has a responsibility 
of managing indieator information files as per the munieipality’s 
monitoring system. They are also responsible for eollating this 
information in preparation for submission of performanee reports to 
departmental heads by line managers. This responsibility is earned out 
on a weekly basis. 


• Departments or Directorates and Teams - The departments will 
reeeive progress reports on progress into the implementation of their 
departmental seoreeards from line managers on a bi-monthly basis. The 
bi-monthly reports are eompiled into monthly reports that are diseussed 
at the Management meetings. 

• The Management Team - The management team diseusses the 
departmental performanee progress on a monthly basis and need to 
refleet on whether targets are being met, refleet on the reasons being 
provided by departments for targets not being met and suggest eorreetive 
aetion. The purpose for a performanee-driven management team is to 
instill a eulture of eolleetive management and eliminate the silo 
mentality. 

• Section 79/80 Committees - These eommittees will monitor 
performanee of their respeetive serviees against departmental seoreeards. 
They will reeeive reports on a monthly basis and must appraise 
themselves on progress on performanee of their serviee areas against set 
targets. Where targets are not being met, the Seetion 79 Committees 
should ensure that the reasons for poor performanee are satisfaetory and 
suffieient to address whatever delays, and eorreetive strategies are 
suffieient to address the poor performanee. 

• The Mayor - The Munieipal Manager will submit monthly progress 
reports on all the indieators in the organisational seoreeard to the Mayor 
in order for her to monitor if targets are being aehieved and where they 
are not, that proper eorreetive strategies are put in plaee to keep to the 
timelines set for aehieving eaeh indieator and targets. 

• Municipal Council - Performanee reports will be submitted to the 
eouneil twiee a year. A mid-term report and an annual report are the two 
reports that will be submitted to eouneil. 


Phase 3: Measurement and Analysis 

Performanee Measurement is essentially the proeess of analysing the data 
provided by the above Performanee Monitoring System in order to assess 
performanee. At organisational level, Performanee Measurement is formally 
exeeuted on a monthly and quarterly basis, whilst Performanee Measurement 
at individual level is done quarterly. 

For purposes of evaluating the annual performanee of the municipal manager, 
an evaluation panel eonstituted of the following persons is established 


Mayor; 

Chairperson of the performanee audit eommittee or the audit eommittee 
in the absenee of a performanee 



audit committee; 

Member of the exeeutive eommittee 

Mayor and/or munieipal manager from another munieipality; and 
Member of a ward eommittee as nominated by the Mayor. 


For purposes of evaluating the annual performanee of managers directly 
accountable to the municipal managers, an evaluation panel eonstituted of 
the following persons is in plaee - 

Munieipal Manager; 

Chairperson of the performanee audit eommittee or the audit eommittee in the 
absenee of a performanee audit eommittee; 

Member of the exeeutive eommittee; 
and Munieipal manager from another munieipality. 

Phase 4: Performance Reviews 

Performanee review is a proeess where the munieipality, after measuring its 
own performanee as detailed in the previous phase, assesses whether it is 
giving effeet to the IDP. It is a phase where it will assess whether it is doing the 
right thing, doing it right and better, or not. Performanee reviews will be 
eondueted through the munieipality’s seoreeard model by assessing 
performanee against the 6 Key Performanee Areas (KPA’s), indieators, and 
targets. 


Phase 5: Reporting on Performance 

Reporting requires that the munieipality take its key performanee areas, its 
performanee objeetives, indieators, targets, measurements and analysis, and 
present this information in a simple and aeeessible format, relevant and useful 
to the different stakeholders for review 


9. Reporting 

Who Reports to Whom? 



The reporting proeess follows the lines of aeeountability as detailed in the 
performanee monitoring, measurement and review phases above. Reports are 
submitted to the following stakeholders during the timelines outlined in the 
munieipality’s performanee proeess plan as shown under the Performance 
Cycle section: 

• Ngwathe Local Municipality reporting to communities , including 
quarterly reporting to Ward Committees; 

• Mayor reporting to Council; 

• Municipal Manager reporting to the Mayor; 

• Directors reporting to the Municipal Manager and Section 80 
Committees; 

• Line Managers reporting to their relevant directors 

• Supervisors reporting to their Regional Manager; 

• Employees reporting to their respective Supervisors. 


10. Aligning Employee Performance to the Organizational 
Performance Management System 

The performance of an organisation is integrally linked to that of its employees. 
If employees do not perform an organisation will fail. It is therefore important to 
manage both the organizational and employee performance at the same time. 
The relationship between organisational performance and employee 
performance starts from planning, implementation, monitoring and review. All 
the 5 phases in the organizational performance apply to the management of 
employee performance. The monitoring system using weekly, bi-monthly, 
monthly and quarterly reports is informed by individual activities at sectional 
and departmental levels. However, employee performance reviews differ from 
organizational reviews. 

1 1 . Rewarding Performance 

This phase establishes the link between performance and reward. It aims to 
direct and reinforce effective work behaviours by determining and allocating 
equitable and appropriate rewards to employees. 

The performance reward system applied to Section 57 Employees is different 
from the performance reward system applied to Permanent Employees who are 
not Section 57 Employees. Section 57 employees reward system is clearly spelt 
out in the 2006 Performance Regulations and these rewards are in the form of 
performance cash bonuses that are allocated after the tabling of the receipt of 
the audit report and tabling of the annual report, i.e. in February of each year. 



In terms of Regulation 8 of the 2006 Munieipal Performanee Regulations, a 
performanee bonus, based on affordability, may be paid to the Seetion 57 
Managers, after - 

(1) the annual report for the finaneial year under review has been tabled and 
adopted by the munieipal eouneil; 

(2) an evaluation of performanee in aeeordanee with the provisions of 
regulation 23; and 

(3) approval of sueh evaluation by the munieipal eouneil as a reward for 
outstanding performanee. 

Regulation 32 sets out the following provisions with regard to managing 
evaluation outeomes and rewarding performanee for Seetion 57 Employees: 

(1) The evaluation of the employee's performanee will form the basis for 
rewarding outstanding performanee or eorreeting unaeeeptable performanee. 

(2) A performanee bonus ranging from 5% to 14% of the all-inelusive 
remuneration paekage may be paid to an employee in reeognition of 
outstanding performanee. In determining the performanee bonus the relevant 
pereentage is based on the overall rating, ealeulated by using the applieable 
assessment-rating ealeulator; provided that - 

(a) a seore of 130% to 149% is awarded a performanee bonus 
ranging from 5% to 9%; and 

(b) a seore of 150% and above is awarded a performanee bonus 
ranging from 10% to 14%. 

In the ease of unaeeeptable performanee, the employer shall - 

(a) provide systematie remedial or developmental support to assist 
the employee to improve his or her performanee; and 

(b) after appropriate performanee eounselling and having provided 
the neeessary guidanee and/or support and reasonable time for 
improvement in performanee, and performanee does not improve, 
the employer may eonsider steps to terminate the eontraet of 
employment of the employee on grounds of unfitness or ineapaeity 
to earry out his or her duties. 

Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality is obliged to abide by these provisions when 
dealing with outeomes of performanee evaluation and in rewarding 
performanee to Seetion 57 Employees. 



If an employee is a permanent employee of Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality and is 
thus eovered by the eonditions of serviee of the munieipality, performanee is 
not direetly linked to pay. Currently permanent employees reeeive an annually 
bargained inerease determined by the South Afriean Loeal Government 
Bargaining Couneil (SALGBC). Permanent employees who perform 
outstandingly will reeeive non-eash rewards, until sueh time as a national 
remuneration poliey dietates otherwise.

An assessment of the development potential of urban areas in the Free State Province was endeavoured by the Department of Rural 


Development and 

Land Reform during 2014 of which a summary is herewith included 
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Urban Open Spaces - Cross Cutting Issues 

■ Refer to Core and Buffer areas, also depleting urban open spaees 


■ Urban greening is almost non-existent in high density residential preeinets and attempts in this 
regard, in liaison with the DAFF, must be deemed a priority 

■ Continuous subdivision of funetional and formal open spaees to aeeommodate soeial amenities and 
business land uses must be prohibited 

■ Provision of open spaees should be maintained aeeording to CSIR Guidelines for the Provision of 
Soeial Faeilities in South Afriean Settlements - Medium Towns (First Edition: August 2012) 

■ Several smaller funetional open spaees in all urban areas, are not developed and are proposed for 
leveling and gravel surfaeing to establish informal sports areas 

■ Lost urban spaee and brownfields not being eore, buffer or funetional open spaees, eould be 
utilised for infill planning purposes 

■ Total provision of funetional and formal open spaees has to be at least 0.5 ha/ 1 000 people, 40% of 
this alloeation is for strategie (regional) and distriet faeilities and 60% for eommunity, urban and 
neighbourhoods parks, play lots, ete. 

■ Current and old exeavated areas do not represent funetional open spaees, unless properly 
rehabilitated and landseaped 

■ Sand and gravel exploitation in urban areas is not eonducive and detraet from the amenity of 
eonvenienee of residential preeinets; these aetivities should be eeased and open east pits,

Regional Tourism: 

Tourism only contributes 3,1% to the GDP of the distriet in 2010. The industry needs to grow to levels 
as experieneed in the provinee whieh has a eontribution of 5,9% of GDP. Tourism in the distriet has 
been growing steadily at 3,4% per annum. As eould be expeeted, the Ngwathe area has the highest 
levels of tourism at 9,7% of GDP, while the Metsimaholo area has only a 1,7% eontribution to GDP.

other Social Amenities 


Environmental Health is a District Municipality function co-ordinated from the Sasolburg Head Offiee. 
Although Environmental Health is managed and eo-ordinated from Sasolburg, Environmental Health 
offieers are spread out geographieally to render serviees in all the towns in the Distriet. Environmental 
Health deals mainly with ensuring a safe and healthy environment in the whole distriet (both urban and 
rural areas). The Environmental Health department foeuses on the provision of munieipal health 
serviees as defined in the National Health Aet, 2003 (Aet 61 of 2003. Control over the sustainable 
delivery and maintenanee of infrastrueture serviees for all rural developments is also the responsibility 
of the department. In this regard, high density and other developments adjaeent the Vaal River that is 
beeoming more popular, need to adhere to speeifie health standards set by the Department. 


Education 






The provision of school buildings in rural areas is primarily facilitated by the Education Act (Act 84 of 
1996). The Free State Department of Education prescribes that a rural school should service a radius 
of not larger than 10 km. Schools are not provided on a spatial basis only, but also on a density base. 
More than 1 school per 10 km radius may thus be provided should the density of pupils justify the 
provision. Farm schools are further unique since they represent public schools on private land. The 
Education Department will assess private schools and take account of their capacity when new schools 
are to be provided.

The Department naturally monitors sehool standards of these institutions. In order to provide 
reasonable faeilities to sehools, the Department adopted a poliey of so ealled “Green Patehes”. The 
green pateh eoneept refers to a larger sehool that is provided with faeilities sueh as telephones, faxes, 
eopiers, eteetera, whieh will serve smaller surrounding sehools. The following is apparent: 

■ Farm sehools, espeeially primary sehools are spatially well-distributed in the region. Present data 
shows that there are a total of 226 sehools in the rural area of the Fezile Dabi Region. 

■ The Department of Edueation indieated that in the Free State in general, the number of pupils in the 
rural area has deereased eonsiderably with approximately 43% sinee 1996. This is primarily 
attributed to urbanisation to urban eentres, the tendeney of farm workers to settle in urban areas in 
order to be in eloser proximity of faeilities and serviees, as well as the long term impaet of HIV/ AIDS. 

■ Considering the above, it ean be expeeted that the number of pupils per teaeher eould further 
deerease with the result of an even more aeeeptable teaeher/ pupil ratio in the rural areas. 

■ A mueh required need for establishing a speeial sehool has been expressed by leaders of the various 
eommunities. 

■ Sehool sites in urban areas are provided aeeording to set standards (reeently published CSIR 
Guidelines for the Provision of Soeial Faeilities in South Afriean Settlements, First Edition: August 
2012). Adequate sehool sites were provided in all the involved urban eommunities. No need is 
therefore experieneed in this regard. The situation differs drastieally when sehool buildings are 
eonsidered. A number of sehools follow the platooning system, indieating an under provision. 





■ Similar to the situation in the rural area, the Department of Edueation indieated that a deerease in 
the number of pupils in the urban areas oeeurs in the Free State. The number of pupils in the urban 
sehools has deelined to sueh an extent that the eurrent number of pupils in the Free State is just 
below the total number of pupils in 1992. 

■ Tertiary institutions are restrieted to the larger urban areas and in the Fezile Dabi Region, one 
tertiary institution exists (Flavius Mareka FET College) with one eampus in Sasolburg and two 
eampuses in Kroonstad.

Vertical Alignment 

The vertical alignment shows the relationship and 
alignment between the proposals and policies of the 
National Development Plan (NDP), Mid Term Strategic 
Framework of the NDP (MTSF), Free State Provincial 
SDF (PSDF), Free State Provincial Growth and 
Development Strategy (FSPGDS) and Municipal IDP. 

In attempting vertical alignment, several policies were 
assessed; especially the spatial related aspects 
thereof and spatial development goals and drivers, 

portrayed in these documents were summarised (refer ^ Spstisl R€l8t6d Proj6€tS 
to detailed tables in Annexure 2) to illustrate 

alignment between the spatial related projects identified in the Ngwathe SDF and assessed policies. 


Horisontal Alignment 


The horisontal alignment attempts to illustrate the relationship between the Ngwathe Munieipality and 

the abutting munieipalities and provinees. The main proposals affeeting the abutting and overarehing 

mentioned poliey instruments are (refer to Figure 3): 

■ eontinuous restrueturing of settlements. 

■ proteet existing intensive agrieulture from demands to eonvert it to urban development, 

■ biodiversity eonservation ineluding eeologieal river eorridors, 

■ priority roads linking from surrounding munieipalities to be earned through into the Ngwathe 
Munieipality, 

■ Tourism - Similar to the Fezile Dabi Distriet, the region experieneed an inerease in the tourism 
industry regarding weekend tourism destinations. Speeifie referenee is made to the VDWHS, game 
ranehes and guesthouses on farms, 

■ Industrial Deeentralisation - It is argued that the market based urban system, dependent on a few 
metropolitan eities, need not be the only paradigm of development available to the region. A strategy 
for balaneed urban development eould also be built by taking into eonsideration the experienees of a 
large number of small and medium towns and their growth potentials. A development strategy, 
designed by taking into eonsideration these faetors and the strength of loeal level institutions, will 
indeed ereate a more dispersed urban system in the Provinee, whieh will be an alternative to the 
global model of urban industrial development, based on a few large eities. 

■ ‘Dying small town syndrome’ - A number of regional problems have surfaeed over reeent deeades 
that have demanded the attention of planners and developer’s in so far as eeonomie development of 
smal and rural towns, in the broader Free State eontext is eoneerned. The ‘dying small town 
syndrome’ seems both the most intraetable and the one that eontinues to eapture the publie’s 
eoneern. Small towns faee eonsiderable eeonomie development ehallenges. Development initiatives, 
at large, do not foeus on the plight of the Regional Free State, losing population or businesses, not 
thriving eeonomieally and there is widespread evidenee that many small towns are in trouble. The 
problems inelude: 

the sudden eeonomie shoeks eaused by downturns in ‘one industry towns’ beeause of eeonomie 

restrueturing, 

the eontinued ‘emptying’ of rural areas, 

the ongoing (and inereasing) domination of larger urban areas. 



increasing disparities within and between regions aeross a wide range of soeial and eeonomie 
indieators. 

Metsimaholo SDF

North West Province 

North West Provinee and KwaZulu-Natal Corridor : The strategie loeation of Parys as an important link 
between North West and the Free State Provinees, neeessitates further long term road planning that is 
elosely related to the need for a link from KwaZulu-Natal to the North West Provinee. An overall view, 
therefore, indieates that a need exists for a direet route between North West Provinee (adjaeent to 
Botswana) and KwaZulu-Natal (harbour opportunity). The eonstruetion of a tarred road between the 
Vaal River and Heilbron will eomplete one of the missing links in the route. Parys is thus direetly 
eoneerned and will somehow have to be ineorporated in any long-term road strategy. The signifieanee of 
the eorridor should also be reviewed in terms of the Maputo Corridor that has of late emphasised other 
harbour opportunities. 

Cross Border Issues 

The Ngwathe munieipality borders the North West Provinee. It also shares the VDWHS with the North 
West Provinee and the Moqhaka Munieipality. Only three of the farms (and the adjaeent buffer areas) 
ineluded in the VDWHS, fall into the Ngwathe Munieipality. Several small farms and plots, tourist 



attractions and other rural amenities (general dealer, rural sehool ete.) on the Vaal River riparian, are 
loeated direetly aeross from Parys. Although the properties are not in the Ngwathe Munieipality, Parys 
is the nearest eentre thereto and various renders various serviees here. Parys is also the “port of entry” 
for numerous tourists to the area. 

Dr. Kenneth Kaunda District and Tlokwe Local Municipalities 

VDWHS is loeated within both the North-West and the Free State Provinees. It falls under the 
jurisdietion of the Dr. Kenneth Kaunda Distriet and Tlokwe Loeal Munieipalities in the North-West 
Provinee and the Fezile Dabi Distriet and Moqhaka and Ngwathe Loeal Munieipalities in the Free State 
Provinee. 

Mafube and Nketoana SDF 

Apart from overarehing issues mentioned, amongst other signifieant road linkages and agrieulture 
related aspeets, no speeifie horisontal alignment issues were identified with the Mafube and Nketoana 
SDFs. 



Moqhaka SDF 


The area is underlain with rieh eoal and the gradual exploitation of eoalfields in the Sasolburg vieinity 
will evidently lead to these areas being mined^^. The Free State Department of Mineral Resourees 
indieated that several prospeeting rights have, of late, been granted for the areas loeated between 
Kroonstad and Parys. Future mining will neeessitate a holistie approaeh regarding infrastrueture 
provision.

The Vereeniging-Sasolburg coalfield ranks third in South Africa in order of importance, while the Free State supplies a saleable output of 
10,5 % of the national coal output. Two mines are producing, namely the New Vaal Colliery and Sigma Mine, both exploiting bituminous 
coal. 



INTRODUCTION .1 


The area of jurisdietion of the Fezile Dabi Distriet Munieipality ineludes Metsimaholo Munieipality 
(Sasolburg, Deneysville & Oranjeville), Mafube Munieipality (Frankfort, Tweeling, Cornelia & Villiers), 
Moqhaka Munieipality (Kroonstad, Steynsrus & Viljoenskroon) and Ngwathe Munieipality (former Parys, 
Heilbron, Koppies, Edenville & Vredefort). The area eomprises nearly 2000 privately owned farms and is 
approximately 222 210 square kilometres in extent. 
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The area of jurisdietion of the Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality is situated in the northern part of the Fezile 
Dabi Distriet Munieipality Region. The total estimated residents in the Ngwathe Region is 120 520 
(Census, 2011): 


eonstituting 4,4 % of the population of the Free State (total population: 2 745 590), 
presents 25,6% of the Fezile Dabi Distriet eomprising a total of 37 102 households. 




The general tendeney of migration from rural to urban areas is also oeeurring in the area (82% 
urban and 18% rural), as is the ease in the rest of the Free State Provinee. The majority of the 
rural population is aetive within the agrieultural seetor.

The Parys urban area is situated approximately 38 km west of Sasolburg and 60 km south of the 
Gauteng Metropolitan Area, adjoining the Vaal River (border between the Free State and the North West 
Provinees). The unique nature and environmental assets of Parys present, and the nearby Vredefort 
Dome World Heritage Site (VDWHS), an exceptional tourism potential. The ideal location of Parys in a 
regional context, regarding the close proximity to the Gauteng Metropolitan Area and North West 
Province, further contributes to this fact. 

The Vredefort Dome is a significant topographical feature of international significance and was recently 
proclaimed as a World Heritage Site (see Annexure 1). The site is largely situated in the Moqhaka region 
with portions thereof situated in the Parys and Vredefort Districts and a significant portion in the North 


West Province. On the Free State side, the larger part of the Vredefort Dome is situated in the Moqhaka 
Local Municipality and an exceedingly small portion in the Ngwathe Local Municipality. The Vredefort 
urban area is located approximately 50 km west of Sasolburg, 72 km south of the Gauteng Metropolitan 
Area and 76 km from Kroonstad. The former N1 primary access route between Kroonstad and Parys 
extends through Vredefort. The Heilbron urban area is located approximately 53 km south of Sasolburg 
and 320 km north-east of Bloemfontein. Other larger centres such as Vereeniging, Vanderbijlpark and 
Kroonstad are all within 100 km from Heilbron. The primary access route between Sasolburg and the 
Eastern Free State stretches adjacent to Heilbron. The Bethlehem/ Vereeniging railway line additionally 
links the industries of Heilbron to the Gauteng area. 

The communities of Koppies and Kwakwatsi are situated approximately 70 km south of Sasolburg, 61 
km north of Kroonstad and 280 km north of Bloemfontein. Other larger centres such as Vereeniging 
and Vanderbijlpark are all within 90 km from Koppies. The strategic national railway line from the Cape 
Provinces to the Gauteng Province stretches through Koppies. A large number of the inhabitants of 
Kwakwatsi are also employed in the Sasolburg area. Kwakwatsi can thus be labelled as a satellite 
residential town to the surrounding industrial areas. Edenville is situated approximately 42 km north- 
east of Kroonstad and 40 km south-west of Heilbron. Other small towns like Steynsrus, Lindley, 
Koppies and Petrus Steyn are all within 50 km from Edenville. 

The Vaal River forms the northern boundary of the area, which also serves as the boundary between the 
Free State, Gauteng and the North West Province. Other prominent topographical features include the 
Vredefort Dome, a fascinating exposure of ancient granites emerging from the thick cover of the later 
Karoo sediments. The VDWHS is located within the North-West and Free State Provinces and 
falls under the jurisdiction of the Dr. Kenneth Kaunda District and Tlokwe Local Municipalities 
in the North-West Province and the Fezile Dabi District and Moqhaka and Ngwathe Local Municipalities 
in the Free State Province. The form of the dome consists of a central cone of granite surrounded by 



concentric ridges of quartzite belonging to the Witwatersrand System^s. The Renoster River also drains 
through the region and is dammed up in the vieinity of Koppies in a series of dams namely Weltevrede, 
Rooipoort and Koppies dams. The above rivers together with the respeetive dams are prominent water 
sourees for agrieultural purposes in the region. 


Some 2-billion years ago a meteorite 10 kilometers in diameter hit the earth about 100 km southwest of Johannesburg, creating an enormous 
impact crater. This area, near the town of Vredefort in the Free State, is known as the Vredefort Dome. The meteorite, larger than Table 
Mountain, caused a thousand-megaton blast of energy. The impact would have vaporised about 70 cubic kilometres of rock - and may have 
increased the earth's oxygen levels to a degree that made the development of multicellular life possible. The world has about 130 crater 
structures of possible impact origin. The Vredefort Dome is among the top three, and is the oldest and largest clearly visible meteorite impact 
site in the world. Vredefort's original impact scar measures 380 km across and consists of three concentric circles of uplifted rock. They were 
created by the rebound of rock below the impact site when the asteroid hit. Most of these structures have eroded away and are no longer 
clearly visible. The inner circle, measuring 180 km, is still visible and can be seen in the beautiful range of hills near Parys and Vredefort. It is this 
area that was named a World Heritage site

2.1 Legislative Context 


The Municipal Systems Act (MSA), Section 34 is also clear in stating that “A municipal council (a) must 
review its integrated development plan annually according to changing circumstances and (b) may also 
amend an existing integrated development plan” .

prevented from making amendments throughout the year if circumstances require it. 


Improving the IDP Process: 

Especially after the first round of IDP, many process related issues and prepared plans and 
programmes, may not be resolved or may require refinement. It may be necessary to effect 
institutional, process or content related changes to ensure that the review process incorporates 
those changes or amendments that are necessary to ensure that the Integrated Development 
Planning Process is strategic, implementation orientated, participatory and integrated. 





2.2 Guidelines 


Comprehensive guidelines prepared by the Department of Rural Development and Land Reform during 2010, the Spatial Planning and Land Use 
Management Act (2013) and specific reguirements by the Provincial Government served os point of the departure for the preparation of the Ngwathe 
SDF. 

The Spatial Development Framework (SDF) intended to show desired patterns of land use, direetions for 
future growth, indieate the alignment of urban edges, and depiet other speeial development areas. The 
impaet of the SDF is limited to providing poliey to guide and informing land development and 
management. It does not ehange or eonfer real rights on land. The SDF plays an important role in 
guiding appropriate future ehange and providing motivations as to the need and desirability, or not, of 
proposed land use ehanges. Beeause of the guiding and informing nature, the SDF also has a number 
of other important roles, amongst other: 


To give effeet to norms and standards and the development prineiples eontained in the SPLUMA, 
Setting out objeetives that refleet the desired spatial form over a 5 year and longer term (10-20 
years). 

Defining strategies and polieies to aehieve these objeetives that must indieate, amongst others: 
the desired pattern of land use, 
optimise the use of resourees and infrastrueture, 
how spatial reeonstruetion will be addressed, and, 

providing strategie guidanee in respeet of the loeation and nature of development. 

Inelude a strategie assessment of environmental pressure, opportunities and spatially indieating 
environmental sensitivities and high potential agrieultural land, 

Refieet on agrieultural land to be enelosed in the urban area. 

Identify programs and projeets for development of land and set out a eapital investment 
framework for development programs.

2.3 Participation Structure 

The existing IDP Steering Committee is eonsidered the offieial strueture to give effeet to the SDK 
proeess. It is, however, deemed neeessary to establish a SDK strueture on munieipal level, the 
Munieipal SDK Steering Committee, ineluding a joint Teehnieal Committee. Said steering eommittee 
will, amongst other, guide and eo-ordinate the proeess and propose a Draft SDK for ultimate adoption 
by the Couneil, ensure that key deliverables are eompleted within the time frames and proeess, 
summarise and doeument outputs.

In order to ensure eontinuity, it is not deemed neeessary to establish additional struetures to deal with 
the SDK review proeess. A needs analysis was endeavoured with the involved eommunities as part of 
the review proeess. Alignment with Distriet Munieipality will be aehieved by attending formal alignment 
sessions seheduled by the Distriet Munieipality. Review of the Munieipality’s SDK is thus seen as an 
inelusive proeess involving the larger eommunity and ensuring a uniform and holistie approaeh by 
means of eontinuous eonsultation with the Distriet Munieipality.

■ Phase 6:

Although a fairly accurate indication can be given of the urban population, data regarding the rural 

population is mostly unreliable due to various dynamic demographic factors in the region. Pertinent 

faetors influeneing demographie data in rural areas, within the Fezile Dabi Region, inelude: 

■ Cross provineial boarder Influx generally to the Sasolburg/ Deneysville areas due to the existing 
mining aetivities and its elose proximity to the industrial areas of Vereeniging and Vanderbijlpark. 

■ The tendeney oeeurred to a similar extent in the Viljoenskroon area due to its elose proximity to the 
Free State and North West Provinee gold mines. 

■ Fluetuation in the labour foree oeeurs periodieally due to the nature of the agrieultural praetiees in 
the region. 

■ Urbanisation to urban eentres inereased substantially. 

■ Land restitution and ownership are eontentious issues within the agrieultural eommunity and leads 
to the tendeney to rather house farmers in formal residential areas than on farms.

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The area of jurisdietion of the Ngwathe Loeal Munieipality is situated in the northern part of the Fezile 
Dabi Distriet, the latter eomprising a total of 488 036 residents. As a eonsequenee of a growth potential 
of 0,14 % the past 10 years, the total residents in the Ngwathe Region is 120 520. The Free State 
growth potential for the past 10 years was also ealeulated at 0,14 %. The Ngwathe population presents 
25% of the Fezile Dabi Distriet, and eomprises a total of 37 102 households; 26% of the households in 
the distriet. The general tendeney of migration from rural to urban areas is also oeeurring in the area 
(82% urban and 18% rural), as is the ease in the rest of the Free State Provinee. The majority of the 
rural population is aetive within the agrieultural seetor. 






4.2 Regional Gender and Age Distribution 


In order to establish a seenario of the age strueture in the region, the pereentages of different age 
eategories were assessed and summarised in the ensuing table. A large portion of the population 
(30,1%) is eomposed of the age eategory 15 years and younger. This implieates a typieal “fertility 
distribution”. The speeifie age distribution implieates a future average to high population growth under 
normal eonditions. A fairly low pereentage (7,5%) of the region’s population is eomposed of the age 
eategory 65 years and older. This is typieal of a low “mortality distribution”. Both tendeneies emphasise 
that population growth eould, under normal eonditions, be expeeted in the region. A large portion of the 
population is subsequently eomposed of the age group 15-64 (62,4%) that implieates the stronger 
eeonomie base of the region in eomparison to the rest of the Free State and it ean be determined that a 
larger part of the eeonomie independent seetor of the provineial population resides in the region. The 
phenomenon is explained in view of: 

■ the more developed eharaeter of the region, 

■ by implieation more job opportunities, and 

■ the strategie loeation of the region in terms of the mining and industrial seetors in adjaeent 
provinees.

Gender distribution in the region is well-balaneed at 91 males of the population per 100 females, also 
relating to the ration in the distriet of 98.6 males per 100 females. The provisional ratio, aeeording to 
the 2011 Censes is 91 males of the population per 100 females. 


4.3 Current Development Initiatives 

The normal industrial ineentives, endorsed by the Couneil, ensure growth in the industrial area of 

Parys. The Couneil liaise with developers based on the individual merit regarding development 

ineentives. 

■ Considering the tourism potential of the Parys area, the objeetive of the Couneil to foreefully exploit 
this potential will have a direet influenee on the eeonomie growth and development in the area. 

■ Reeent upgrading of the Koppies Dam Nature Reserve, the newly established private nature resort at 
Rooipoort Dam and the further development of the R82 Battlefield Route, will enhanee the tourism 
potential of Koppies. 

■ Bentonite deposits are present in the Koppies region and exploitation thereof provides for 
approximately 30 job opportunities. 


Bentonite occurs in the Koppies District of the Free State. The deposits are flat-lying and lenticular, occupying embayments in pre-Karoo 
metasediments and are overlain by Ecca shales. The clay consists of a very pure montmorillonite with only small amounts of quartz, and is 
probably formed through the in situ weathering of volcanic ash. Well known here is the Oceaan deposit in the Koppies District, which in 
1980 produced 80 per cent of South Africa's production. At that stage reserves were more than 700 000 t and were sufficient for two 
decades at these production levels. 




■ The area is underlain with rieh eoal desists and the gradual exploitation of eoal fields in the 
Sasolburg vieinity will evidently lead to these areas being mined^^. The Free State Department of 
Mineral Resourees indieated that several prospeeting rights have, of late, been granted for the areas 
loeated between Kroonstad and Parys. 

■ Diamond deposits are present in the vieinity of Kroonstad, although loeated in the Ngwathe 
Munieipal area, previously been mined at the Voorspoed diamond mine. De Beers eommeneed with 
the redevelopment of the Voorspoed mine and exploitation is eurrently underway (refer to Rural 
Spatial Framework Plan). Current estimates see De Beers exploiting diamond deposits, for at least 
another 10 years, in the region. 

4.4 Regional Economic Tendencies 

Parys has a strong commercial component and provides a wide range of services regarding health, 
education and professional services to the district. The contribution of these sectors is therefore 
substantial. The Parys District has unique nature and environmental assets like the Vaal River with 
several islands in the proximity of Parys and the Vredefort Dome that present exceptional tourism 
potential. Large areas of the Parys District are underlain with undifferentiated granite that is exploited 
directly to the north of Parys that further contributes to Parys being a prominent service and economic 
centre. Parys has a well-developed airfield that supports commercial and tourism development in the 
area. 

The most prominent economic sector in Vredefort is the agricultural sector. Commercial activities in the 
town are the only other sector that contributes to the Gross Geographical Product (GGP) of the district. 
When comparing the contribution of the district to the contribution of the other districts in the Fezile 
Dabi District, it is conspicuous how small it is. This is, however, attributed to the fact that in all the 
other districts, two or more towns contribute to the GGP while Vredefort is the only town situated in the 
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The Vereeniging-Sasolburg coalfield ranks third in South Africa in order of importance, while the Free State supplies a saleable output of 
10,5 % of the national coal output. Two mines are producing, namely the New Vaal Colliery and Sigma Mine, both exploiting bituminous 
coal. 



former Vredefort District. Because the agricultural sector is the most prominent economic sector, there 
are very limited work opportunities in town with the consequent high unemployment rate. This is 
aggravated by the population growth in specifically the Mokwallo residential area. It is envisaged that 
Vredefort will remain functioning only as a service town to the surrounding agricultural community. 

The former Heilbron District is predominantly an agricultural area although major manufacturing 
industries contribute largely to the GGP of the District. The agriculture and manufacturing industries 
have a direct influence on the per capita expenditure and employment opportunities of the urban area 
concerned. Industries such as Simba, Tudor, Peter’s Knitwear and Michrochem are amongst other, 
producing in Heilbron. These industries are significant employment sectors in the community. The 
study area is also in close proximity to the coal mining and coal-related industries of Sasolburg. 

Koppies is located in an area of agricultural significance and mainly provides services in this regard to 
the surrounding rural areas. The three well-established and developed irrigation schemes subsequently 
enhance the agricultural character of the area. The strategic location of Koppies between the larger 
centres of Kroonstad and Sasolburg, mainly influence growth and development within the community. 
These factors contribute to the relatively low level of economic activity in the area. The current 
bentonite exploitation near Koppies and the current initiative for coal mining in the vicinity of Koppies 
provide significant future growth potential. Koppies is becoming well familiar for its tourist attractions. 
Specific reference is made to the R82 Battlefield Route that consists of several historical battlefields that 
are envisaged to be further developed as well as the Koppies Dam Nature Reserve. National annual 
angling competitions are held at the Koppies Dam. 

Edenville is located in an area of agricultural significance and mainly provides basic services in this 
regard to the surrounding rural areas. The main road linking Kroonstad and Heilbron, stretches 
adjacent to the area. The area is influenced to a great extent by Kroonstad as a large service centre in 
close proximity. The most prominent economic sectors contributing to the Gross Geographical Product 
of the District, include general government, finance and real estate and transport. This is ascribed to 
the influence of Kroonstad, as a large service centre in the concerned district. The large contribution by 



general government is attributed to the prominent funetion of several Government and Para-Statal 
institutions in Kroonstad. The prominenee of these seetors is due to the large turnover in the real 
estate seetor, speeifieally as a result of the above-mentioned. Future development of Edenville is not 
foreseen. Edenville will remain funetioning as serviee town to the surrounding agrieultural eommunity.

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The above table gives an overview of the agrieultural potential of the Ngwathe Region. Aeeordingly 46% 
of the area is eurrently under eultivation and 50% under grazing. Approximately 1% of the area eannot 
be utilised for agrieultural purposes due to topographieal limitations. Regarding the former Parys and 
Vredefort Distriet 48% and 41% of the areas respeetively are under eultivation. Regarding the Koppies 
Distriet, the largest pereentage of the area is under eultivation (58%) while the area under grazing is 
38%, whieh emphasise the agrieultural signifieanee of the area. In the Kroonstad Distriet the area 
under grazing (50%) is almost the same as the area utilised for eultivation (46%). The latter even 
division between grazing and eultivation is also evident in the Heilbron Distriet. 

4.5 Long-Term Economic Prospects 

■ Various seetors in the Parys Distriet eontribute to the GGP of the study area. This is primarily 
attributed to the Parys urban area, as a prominent serviees eentre in the distriet. Parys has a strong 




commercial component and provides a wide range of services regarding health, education and 
professional services to the district. The contribution of these sectors is therefore substantial. 

■ The Parys District has unique nature and environmental assets like the Vaal River with several 
islands in the proximity of Parys. The VDWHS of late became a potential source of exceptional 
tourism value. 

■ Large areas in the Parys District are also underlain with undifferentiated granite. Granite is exploited 
for the export market directly to the north of Parys that further contributes to the economic growth. 

■ Heilbron serves as a service centre for the surrounding agricultural community. The district has a 
predominantly agricultural centred economy with agriculture related activities dominating the 
district. 

■ The agricultural sector of the Koppies District is also prominent in the area and the district a 
predominant agricultural area. The three well-established and developed irrigation schemes 
subsequently enhance the agricultural prominence of the area. 

■ The possible long-term future mining opportunities of coal in the Koppies vicinity will significantly 
contribute to large scale economic growth and creation of employment opportunities. 

■ The existing mining activities of bentonite at Koppies are prominent in a local context that also have 
future economic growth potential. 

■ The study area, like the rest of the Fezile Dabi District experienced a dramatic increase in the 
tourism industry regarding weekend tourism destinations. Specific reference is made to game 
ranches and guesthouses on farms. 

■ The development of the tourism potential of Koppies regarding Koppies Dam and the R82 Battlefield 
Route should be supported. 

■ A need subsequently has been identified for the development and marketing of the old limestone 
mine in the proximity of Edenville, for tourism purposes. 

4.6 Unemployment and Economic Difficulties 

According to the Census 2011 data, the unemployment figure in the Free State is 32,6%, while the 
youth unemployment rate is much higher at 43%. The percentage of the population of the Fezile Dabi 
Region unemployed, is 33,9%, while the youth unemployment rate is also higher at 44,4 %. The 
following general tendencies could be derived from the contents of the above table relating to 
employment in the region: 



■ Unemployment remains a eritieal eoneern in the area and unemployment figures eould generally be 
eonsidered as high. 

■ The most reeent unemployment statisties for the Ngwathe Region indieates the average 
unemployment as 35,2%. The latter is equal to the average unemployment for the Fezile Dabi Region 
of 33,9%. 

■ It is evident that only 66,1% of the population of the region is employed. 

■ Comparing the different Loeal Munieipalities in the Fezile Dabi Region, it appears that the pereentage 
of the population employed is the lowest for the Ngwathe Region (64,8%) and the Moqhaka Region 
(64,8%) while the Metsimaholo Region has the highest employment figure (67,9%) followed by the 
Mafube Region (66,6%).

NGWATHE RURAL SPATIAL DEVELOPMENT FRAMEWORK .5 


5.1 Historical Rural Development 

Since its official establishment during 1882, Parys systematically developed as a service centre. This is 
primarily attributed to the fact that the town is located on the development axis between Bloemfontein 
and the Gauteng Metropolitan area. During the period prior to 1982, development of the town did, 
however, not occur according to a specific development strategy since no strategic planning document 
existed. During 1982, a non-statutory Guideline Plan was compiled. The document provided a 
framework for primarily future extensions and proposed a comprehensive bypass road network. This 
document is outdated and does not effectively contribute towards development as circumstances in the 
urban area have changed dramatically. Consequently, the proposals in that document are no longer 
relevant. 

Tumahole specifically developed within the background of an internal development framework since 
the late eighties when rapid growth was experienced. All the phases of residential extension were done 
within the framework. The latter resulted in Tumahole being a reasonably modern town with a proper 
road network and the ample provision of community facilities. Currently the larger community is 
relatively well developed regarding different land uses. Land uses, where not developed, are however, 
purposefully provided regarding modern urban planning principles. A comprehensive Framework Plan 
for the Parys urban area was compiled during 1997. This document provides a framework for future 
development and extension in accordance to present government policy and legislation. During the 
process, future road networks were completely dealt with together with the integration of the involved 
communities. 





Heilbron typically developed as a small town sinee its establishment during 1878. The following period 
saw it developing into a well-established eentral town, serving the predominant surrounding 
agrieultural eommunity. A strong industrial eharaeter lead to the nomination of Heilbron as an 
industrial growth point during the eighties. Although development oeeurred in an orderly way, a 
strategie planning doeument to guide development, was only available sinee late 1981. The former 
strueture plan was eomprehensively revised in 1992 providing a proper and indieative non-statutory 
Strueture Plan. The doeument provided a framework for development and speeifieally addressed the 
development of a non-noxious and noxious industrial area. The future extension of the Phiritona 
neighbourhood was additionally addressed. A broad future road network was indieated in the doeument 
that influeneed future developments to a eertain extent espeeially the development of Phiritona. 
Although the non-statutory Strueture Plan of 1992 serves as a framework for development, formal 
status was never given to it due to the faet that the Integrated Development Planning Proeess was 
meanwhile developed. 

An internal framework for the development of Phiritona did, however, exist sinee the late eighties when 
rapid growth was experieneed. Sinee then, development oeeurred within the eontext of an internal 
development framework. This resulted in Phiritona also being a reasonably modern town with a proper 
road network and the ample provision of eommunity faeilities. All the phases of residential extension 
that followed were done within the framework. Currently, both eommunities are relatively well 
developed regarding different land uses. 

Sinee its establishment during 1910, Koppies typieally developed as a small town, serving the 
predominant surrounding agrieultural eommunity. Development of the town, however, did not oeeur 
aeeording to a speeifie development strategy sinee no strategie planning doeuments existed. During 
1982, a non-statutory Guide Plan was eompiled for the area. The doeument provided a framework for 
development and speeifieally addressed the development of Kwakwatsi and the development of an 
industrial area. Although a new industrial area, situated between Koppies and Kwakwatsi, was 
developed, development thereof is notably dormant. All the phases of residential extension that followed 



were done aeeording to modern town planning prineiples providing a proper road hierarehy and the 
purposeful distribution of faeilities. 


Vredefort typieally developed as a small town serving the predominant surrounding agrieultural 
eommunity. Development of the town did not oeeur aeeording to a speeifie development strategy sinee 
no strategie planning doeuments existed. During 1984, a Strueture Plan was eompiled for the area. The 
doeument provided a framework for development and speeifieally addressed the development of 
Mokwallo, the extension of the industrial area and the establishment of an over-night truek stop. All 
the phases of residential extension that followed were done aeeording to modern town planning 
prineiples providing a proper road hierarehy and the purposeful distribution of faeilities. Land uses, 
where not developed, are purposefully provided regarding modern urban planning prineiples. As 
adequate provision was made for several faeilities, the gradual development thereof should now 
eommenee. 

Edenville/ Ngwathe typieally developed as a small town serving the predominant surrounding 
agrieultural eommunity. Development of the town, however, did not oeeur aeeording to a speeifie 
development strategy sinee no strategie planning doeuments existed. All the phases of residential 
extension were done aeeording to modern town planning prineiples. Currently, both eommunities are 
relatively well developed regarding different land uses. 

5.2 Growth Points and Growth Potential 

Future growth is attributed to the influx and the eommereial and agrieultural eomponents of the region. 
Limited growth is envisaged due to long term eoal mining opportunities as well as the weekend related 
tourism potential of the area. Future urbanisation will prineipally be attributed to natural growth and 
influx in the area. Although the population growth and housing requirements are predieted below, 
infiueneing faetors deseribed and seetion 5.3, although not quantitatively analysed, may infiuenee 
predieations made.

Population growth in the Fezile Dabi Distriet, in general, is lower (0.60%) in eomparison to the 

estimated annual population growth rate of South Afriea (1.34%) 28. Although the predieted population

growth in the Ngwathe region is slightly higher (0.99%) than the average for the Distriet, it is also lower 
than the ealeulated national growth. Population growth, in general, and as illustrated in the graph 
below, is deemed exeeedingly marginal. The above figure eonfirms the faet that the Free State has the 
seeond smallest share of the South African population, constituting just over 5% of the population.

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■ Due to the dominant regional role Parys and Heilbron play in terms of regional service providers and 
industrial and commercial development, the focus of urbanisation will probably be on these centres. 

■ Smaller towns such as Vredefort, Koppies and Edenville primarily accommodate farm workers 
migrating to these towns. 


■ Parys with its strong service character and prominent commercial and industrial components, will 
remain the main town and growth point of the region and will continue to render various services to 
the surrounding smaller towns and rural areas. 

■ Koppies and Heilbron are located in areas of agricultural significance and mainly provide services in 
this regard to the surrounding rural areas. 

■ Heilbron also has a strong manufacturing component that is principally agricultural related. 

■ Edenville and Vredefort are located in areas of agricultural significance and mainly provide restricted 
services in this regard to the surrounding rural communities. Substantial future growth of these 
towns is not foreseen. 

■ Future directions for residential extension, predominantly in the high density low cost residential 
areas, were identified for all urban areas and indicated on the Spatial Framework. 

An assessment of the development potential of urban areas in the Free State Province were 

endeavoured by the Department of Rural Development and Land Reform during 2014, illustrated in the 

ensuing table. It is evident that: 

■ Parys (including Sasolburg and Kroonstad will remain growth points in the larger Fezile Dabi 
District. 

■ Heilbron and Koppies additionally might serve as growth points if the existing manufacturing 
opportunities are exploited in Heilbron and the mining and tourism opportunities are extensively 
exploited in Koppies. 

■ Edenville and Vredefort will continue to serve as small towns with limited economic growth potential 
focussing on tourism and providing a service to the agricultural community. 

■ Employment opportunities will mainly be created in Sasolburg, Kroonstad, Heilbron, Frankfort and 
Parys as continuous growth points. 

■ Koppies also has the opportunity to create future employment opportunities based on the tourism 
potential as well as the possibility for coal mining in Koppies. 

■ Employment opportunities in the other smaller towns, will remain limited and agricultural 
orientated. 



Rural Towns play a pivotal role in the economic life of many rural communities. They are an essential part of the economic and planning 
landscape and need to be acknowledged for their essential role in the local governance landscape. National, Provincial and Local Government 
as well as the private sector need to further support small town development in order to create vibrant and local economies. Strategic 
economic and operational infrastructure, market and service delivery interventions, and communication network governance will go a long 
way in addressing the economic linkages and market bridging roles which small towns play in rural economic life.

A number of regional problems have surfaeed over reeent deeades that have demanded the attention of 
planners and developer’s in so far as eeonomie development of small and rural towns, in the broader 
Free State eontext, is eoneerned. The “dying rural town syndrome” seems both the most intraetable and 






the one that eontinues to eapture the publie’s eoneern. Development initiatives, at large, do not foeus on 
the plight of the Regional Free State, losing population or businesses, not thriving eeonomieally and 
there is widespread evidenee that many urban towns are in trouble. These problems inelude: 

■ the sudden eeonomie shoeks eaused by downturns in “urban areas” beeause of eeonomie 
restrueturing, 

■ the eontinued “emptying” of rural areas, 

■ the ongoing (and inereasing) domination of larger urban areas, 

■ inereasing disparities within and between regions aeross a wide range of soeial and eeonomie 
indieators. 

5.3 Influencing Factors 

The following faetors are determined as prominent influenees that eurrently impaet or will, in future, 
impaet on development of the region: 

■ Road Infrastructure: An effective primary road network exists in the study area. The secondary 
road network provided effective access to the above primary road network. 

■ Strategic location: The study area is situated strategically in close proximity to the Gauteng and 
North West Provinces. 

■ Tourism Potential: The study area has a significant weekend related tourism potential that could, 
in future, contribute to the GGP of the district and should be further exploited. 

■ Agricultural Sector: The agricultural sector of certain areas in the district is extremely prominent 
and contributes largely to the GGP of the Fezile Dabi District, which emphasise the agricultural 
significance of this district. The latter results to industrial development that is agricultural 
orientated. 



■ AIDS: The impact of AIDS on economic growth patterns is still largely an unknown entity. An 
increase in mortality will, however, place a large burden on health services and the cost thereof that 
will influence future economic growth. The estimated overall HIV prevalence rate in South Africa is 
approximately 10%. The total number of people living with HIV was estimated at approximately 5,26 
million in 2013. For adults aged 15-49 years, an estimated 15,9% of the population is HIV 

positive^^. 

■ Competition: The impact of international trade and competition in agricultural products might 
result that the agricultural sector is internationally less competitive. The latter implies a negative 
effect on economic growth leading to a possible loss in employment. 

■ Pollution: Impact of pollution on the Vaal River through high-density development. 

■ Influx: Influx of residents form neighbouring metropolitan areas (Gauteng and Vanderbijlpark and 
Vereeniging) is deemed a critical influencing factor. The continuous influx of migrant workers, using 
the towns of Sasolburg, Parys and Deneysville (Parys and Heilbron to a lesser extent) as satellite or 
“sleep towns” is a burden on the delivery of housing in the Fezile Dabi District. Migration therefore is 
an important demographic process in shaping the age structure and distribution of the provincial 
population.

5.4 Ngwathe Rural SDF 


A : CORE 


Vredefort Dome World Heritage Site 

Some 2-billion years ago a meteorite 10 kilometers in diameter hit the earth about 100 km southwest of 
Johannesburg, ereating an enormous impaet erater. This area, near the town of Vredefort in the Free 
State, is known as the Vredefort Dome. The meteorite, larger than Table Mountain, eaused a thousand- 
megaton blast of energy. The impaet would have vaporised about 70 eubic kilometres of rock - and may 
have increased the earth's oxygen levels to a degree that made the development of multicellular life 
possible. The world has about 130 crater structures of possible impact origin. The Vredefort Dome is 
among the top three, and is the oldest and largest clearly visible meteorite impact site in the world. 
Vredefort's original impact scar measures 380 km across and consists of three concentric circles of 
uplifted rock. They were created by the rebound of rock below the impact site when the asteroid hit. 
Most of these structures have eroded away and are no longer clearly visible. The inner circle, measuring 
180 km, is still visible and can be seen in the beautiful range of hills near Parys and Vredefort. An 
interpretation centre was recently established on the outskirts of Vredefort on route to Parys. 

As the Vredefort Dome is a significant topographical feature of international significance it was 
proclaimed as a World Heritage Site (see Annexure 1). The VDWHS and associated buffer areas are 
located close to Parys. Due to the demarcated municipal boundaries (between Ngwathe and the 
Moqhaka Municipality) only 3 properties of the Dome and its associated buffers (located on the Free 
State side), are located in the Ngwathe Municipality - most of the properties are located in the Moqhaka 
Municipality and a significant portion in the North West Province 

The Ngwathe SDF does not attempt to also prepare a SDF for the VDWHS, as it is deemed a unique 
planning exercise to be endeavoured by several specialists. Although several efforts to prepare 



appropriate development guidelines for the VDWHS, were endeavoured in the past, all were 
unsueeessful and not approved by roleplaying authorities. It is foreseen that a regional SDK will, in due 
eourse, be attempted. This SDK, however, identified the following development goal for the VDWHS, 
aligned with the reeently prepared VDWHS EMF: 


To promote the optimal development and utilisation of the unique tourism potential of the Ngwathe region, whilst not compromising the 
outstanding universal value of the adjacent VDWHS and unduly impairing the safe, undisturbed and quiet enjoyment of the area.

B : BUFFER 


■ The practicality of the VDWHS buffer areas needs to be investigated; especially in the immediate 
vicinity of Parys and Vredefort, as they impede on the natural hinterland of the involved urban 
areas. The tar road between Vredefort and Parys should preferably serve as buffer boundary and 
land to the east thereof released for urban development of Parys and Vredefort. 

■ The following rivers and their tributaries are significant natural resources and should be protected 
to minimise pollution thereof. 

Parys Region: The Vaal River and Oudewerf Spruit 

Heilbron Region: Eland Spruit, Uniefees Dam being a significant surface water features 
Koppies Region: Renoster River and Leeuw Spruit and significant surface water features 
(Koppies, Weltevrede and Rooipoort Dams) and their tributaries are a significant natural 
resource and should be protected to minimise pollution thereof. 

Water provision to the Koppies agricultural scheme 
Vredefort Region: Lesotho Spruit 
Edenville Region: Rooikraal Spruit 

■ The Council will, however, support high cost low density estates or resort developments in the rural 
areas, subject to the appropriate guidelines. In the Parys area the following will be considered: 

to the east of Parys and further east, between the Vaal River and the Sasolburg Road, only 
should the developments adhere to the Free State Province, Department of Local Government 
and Housing, Spatial Planning Directorate’s Development of Rural and Peri-Urban Areas 
Guidelines 

- To the west of Parys, only should the developments adhere to development guidelines applicable 
to the VDWHS and the VDWHS EMF. 

- The fact that Parys does not comprise of land to provide in exceedingly sought after high cost 

residential properties, further motivates residential extensions further east and west. 


C : AGRICULTURAL AREAS 




The region aeeommodates predominantly agrieultural related aetivities. Only a restrieted pereentage of 
the region is unavailable for agrieulture purposes (5%). A fairly signifieant portion of the region (48%) 
is eurrently under eultivation, whieh is attributed to the average rainfall in the area and the general 
availability of water for irrigation purposes.

■ The Free State Department of Agrieulture, Forestry and Fisheries (during 2009) in “A Study to 
Investigate Opportunities for Value Add Agriculture in the Free State Province, identified the following 
signifieant agrieulture praetises for the Northern Free State Region, the most agrieultural aetive 
region in the provinee:

D : URBAN RELATED 


The rural area eomprises 2332 farms (exeluding the subdivisions of agrieultural land adjaeent the Vaal 
River). The eurrent tendeney is for most rural families to rather reside in the urban areas with only the 
labourer’s residing on the farms during the week. A substantial migration oeeurred the past few years 
from the rural to the urban areas. Current housing needs and the provision of housing in the urban 
areas are illustrated below. The eontinuous expansion and growth of urban areas imply that additional 
land will have to be aequired for most of the urban area. A summary of the short term land 
requirement is provided above.

Resorts and Tourism 

The area is not eonsidered as a primary tourist destination, although it is inereasingly beeoming a favourite 
weekend destination. The hunting and guesthouse industries displayed an exeeedingly rapid growth the 
past few years. Tourism only eontributes 3,1% to the GDP of the distriet in 2010. The industry needs to 
grow to levels as experieneed in the provinee whieh has a eontribution of 5,9% of GDP. Tourism in the 
distriet has been growing steadily at 3,4% per annum. As eould be expeeted, the Ngwathe area has the 
highest levels of tourism at 9,7% of GDP, while the Metsimaholo area has only a 1,7% eontribution to GDP. 
There is a potential for growth in the tourism seetor and needs to be exploited, espeeially in terms of the 
domestie market. (LED Report, 2013). 

Apart form the pristine natural landseapes, espeeially related to the VDWHS, The Free State Provinee 
played a signifieant role in the Anglo Boer War, resulting in a number of historieally important tourist 
attraetions. The Koppies area, for example, is beeoming well known for various battlefields as tourist 
attraetions. 

■ The R82 Battlefield Route from Kroonstad to Greenlands, ineluding the Rooiwal Battlefield, has been 
offieially established. 

■ Improvements and upgrading of the battlefields were reeently endeavoured. 

■ Other sites of signifieant value are the Vredefortweg Coneentration Camp Cemetery (Koppies distriet). 

■ As a result of the Boer Matabeli War, the Kwantitise Battlefield, also known as the Vegkop Battlefield 
(Heilbron area), is eonsidered as a signifieant tourist attraetion. 

■ The area is not eonsidered as a primary tourist destination, although it is inereasingly beeoming a 
favourite weekend destination. The hunting and guesthouse industries displayed an exeeedingly 
rapid growth the past few years. Tourism only eontributes 3,1% to the GDP of the distriet in 2010. 

Parys Area: 

Parys, due to its favourable loeation to Gauteng, is a popular weekend tourist destination rendering the 
urban area ideal for enhaneed tourism development. The town additionally houses several sporting events. 
The Couneil will support feasible tourism developments, meeting legal guidelines and standards, to 
eontribute to loeal eeonomie development. Signifieant tourism faeilities inelude: 

■ VDWHS with assoeiated guest houses, venues, game farms and resorts 

■ The Mimosa Gardens and Rotary Resort 

■ Vaal de Graee, Island 13 and Parys Golf & Country Estates

■ Afri-dome equestrian eentre and assoeiated venues 

■ Two seenie routes were identified that run virtually parallel to the Vaal River in the Koepel area and 
eomprise of extreme beauty, unique topography and landseape features. The routes also provide, in some 
instanees, aeeess to the Vaal River and are identified as the Koepel Seenie Route (Seetions of Roads S 
264, 212, 80 & 713) and the Vaal Eden Seenie Route (Seetions of Roads S 1052 & 171). 

Heilbron Area: 

■ The Uniefees Dam. 

■ As a result of the Boer Matabeli War, the Kwantitise Battlefield, also known as the Vegkop Battlefield 
(Heilbron area). 

■ The Franeolin Creek Conservaney and Ghoya Afriea Conservaney (between Heilbron and Frankfort on the 
R34 road).

Vredefort Area: 

■ The Vredefort erater is the largest verified impaet erater on Earth, more than 300 km aeross (when it was 
formed) and named after the town of Vredefort, situated near its eentre. Although the erater itself has 
long sinee eroded away, the remaining geologieal struetures at its eentre are known as the Vredefort 
Dome or Vredefort impaet strueture, sinee 2005 loeated in the VDWHS. 

■ Biodiversity in the area is underexplored and probably underestimated in terms of its value and eeo- 

tourism potential.

■ There is neither a resort nor any signifieant tourism related eharaeteristies in Edenville and its 
immediate surroundings. A possibility exists to provide a small tourist faeility/ view point at an old 
exploited lime mine. 

■ Biodiversity in the area is underexplored and probably underestimated in terms of its value and eeo- 
tourism potential. 

■ Speeifie referenee is also made to the game ranehes and guesthouses on farms. 


Airfields 

Parys: 

The Parys Aerodrome is well developed Future expansion of runways may be eostly due to speeifie 
terrain aspeets. Approaeh angles and safety zones assoeiated with the Parys Aerodrome, must not be 
utilised for residential extension; espeeially high density development, as it may result in withdrawal of 
the Civil Aviation’s lieense, rendering the airport ineffeetive and jeopardising proposed value adding 
development adjaeent thereto. Development in assoeiation with the airport i.e. a “Fly In” estate and 
mixed eommereial, light industrial and residential uses adjoining the airport, is proposed. 

Heilbron: 

Reeent urban extensions northwest of the runway (Extension 9 & 10), eneroaehed into the approaeh 
angels and safety zones of the airfield. It was ill maintained for several years and infrastrueture and 
faeilities demolished. Runway beaeons and strip lights have also sinee been vandalised and/ or 
removed. The airstrip, that used to be a proper tar runway, was not reeently resurfaeed and is used 
by the eommunity as driving sehool and for reereational driving. 

■ Safety of the airfield has been eompromised due to ill maintenanee, high density residential 
extensions adjoining it, mining and non-aviation related aetivities in elose proximity thereof, 
rendering it unusable. Proposed developments adjaeent thereto should be allowed and the

remaining areas, planned for urban extension. 

■ Reloeation should be eonsidered to a more appropriate loeation (northwest of Heilbron) and the 
runway ineorporated as a major eolleetor road to the vast northeastern preeinets of Phiritona. 

Koppies: 

Koppies eomprises a registered airfield, although not properly maintained. The role of the airfield may 
be enhaneed in view of future eoal mining aetivities, antieipated in the region.

Regional Infrastructure Service Provision 

The ensuing figure illustrates that gradual improvement in serviee delivery oeeurred the past 10 years. 

The speeifie level of serviees addressed is, however, a high level of serviee provision. As RDP standards 





are much lower, it follows that higher levels of services provision have since been obtained, especially in 
so far as the eradication of backlogs is concerned. 

In the Fezile Dabi District Municipality (FDDM) 78.2% of households comprise a flush toilet, connected 
to sewerage. Moqhaka Local Municipally has higher provision levels (85.6%), followed by Mafube where 
77,7% comprise a flush toilet, connected to sewerage. In the Ngwathe and Metsimaholo Municipality, 
74.5 % and 74% of households comprise a flush toilet, connected to sewerage, respectively. 

In the Fezile Dabi District Municipality (FDDM) 56.7% of households receive piped water inside 
dwellings. Metsimaholo Local Municipally has higher provision levels (71.7%), followed by the Moqhaka 
and Ngwathe Local Municipalities where 57,7% and 44.7% of households receive piped water inside 
dwellings, respectively. In the Mafube Municipality 39.8% of households receive piped water inside 
dwellings. 

In the Fezile Dabi District Municipality (FDDM) 89.8% of households have access to electricity for 
lighting. Moqhaka Local Municipally has higher provision levels (93.3%), followed by the Ngwathe 
Municipality where 92% of households have access to electricity for lighting. In the Metsimaholo and 
Mafube Municipality, 86.4% and 84.4% of households have access to electricity for lighting.

Road and Access Requirements 

Roads in the rural areas are the jurisdietion of the Provineial Government (Department of Publie Works, 
Roads and Transport) who is also responsible for maintenanee and upgrading. It was ealeulated that 
77% (1 298km) of the primary and seeondary roads in the region are tarred and the remaining 23% 
(379km) are gravel. The figures exelude the vast number of tertiary gravel roads serving the farming 
eommunity in the region. Seetions of eertain tertiary roads, parallel to the Vaal River and were 
identified as signifieant in view of their seenie nature and tourist potential. The major provineial road 




network is generally tarred and provides suffieient aeeessibility within the region. However, the 
deteriorating eondition of partieularly tarred roads, as a result of irregular maintenanee, is a tangible 
eoneern. Studying the major road network will indieate that primary arterials, both from a national and 
provineial perspeetive, run through the region and thus also play a signifieant role with regard to 
development. 


North West Province and KwaZulu-Natal Corridor: 

The strategic location of Parys as an important link between North West and the Free State Provinces, necessitates further long term road 
planning that is closely related to the need for a link from KwaZulu-Natal to the North West Province. An overall view, therefore, indicate that a 
need exists for a direct route between North West Province (adjacent to Botswana) and KwaZulu-Natal (harbour opportunity). The construction 
of a tarred road between the Vaal River and Heilbron will complete one of the missing links in the route. Parys is thus directly concerned and 
will somehow have to be incorporated in any long-term road strategy. Although various proposals have already been made with regard to the 
above-mentioned, it is clear that the community of Parys, in so far as it concerns the short to medium term, considers a bypass route in a 
negative way. It is preferred that the traffic should pass through the town at least for the short term. The significance of the corridor should

■ R34: Apart from the main road between Heilbron and Kroonstad, dividing the 
preeinet of Ngwathe and Edenville, there are no major road requirements. 

■ R720: Upgrading of the gravel road between Heilbron and Koppies 

■ Al, A2: There are two aeeess roads to Edenville from the Kroonstad/ Heilbron Road. 
One aeeess road is aeross the Ngwathe aeeess road and the other aeeess aeross the 
Heuning Spruit Road. The above-mentioned seeondary roads to Steynsrus and 
Petrus Steyn, direetly link to Edenville. 

■ A3: Only one aeeess road exists to Ngwathe from the Kroonstad/ Heilbron Road. 

■ A4: An additional aeeess to Ngwathe will improve aeeessibility from the major road 
network, speeifieally with the residential extension to the south of Ngwathe. 

■ A5: Existing informal aeeesses from the Heuning Spruit Road is proposed to be 
formalised, also allowing direet aeeess to the proposed new eemetery. 

■ A6: Long- term extension further north will likely neeessitate a new aeeess onto the 
Edenville/ Heilbron Road.

6.1 Spatial Planning Tools 


In preparing the ensuing urban SDKs, the following Spatial 

Planning Tools were, amongst other, applied. 

■ Walking distance 

A eonvenient walking distanee to publie transport is often 
interpreted as maximum walking time of 5-10 minutes, and a 
maximum walking distanee of 400-500 metres. There will be 
exeeptions to these prineiples, partieularly in deep rural areas, 
but these prineiples beeome applieable as soon as densities 
inerease and where there is a need for effieient urban 
settlements and serviees. 

■ Integration 

The implementation of the walking distanee prineiple to 
promote greater aeeess to opportunities for all people will 
require funetional integration. Neighbourhood development 
should integrate a range of aetivities and therefore may be 
better deseribed by its building and design typology. These 
issues are also resembled in reality where settlements are 
eharaeterized by segregation of land uses and low-density 
development that eannot support publie transport, or small 
businesses. To address these issues and aehieve better aeeess 
and integration, appropriate densifieation will have to be 
promoted in settlements.

Densification and infill development 

Densification is the increased use of space both horizontally and vertically within existing 
areas and new developments, accompanied by an increased number of units and/ or population 
threshold. Development of open stands within existing settlements in order to optimise the use of 
infrastructure, increase urban densities and promote integration (DRDLR, SDK Guidelines, 2008). 

Nodes 

Nodes are areas where a higher intensity of land uses and activities are supported and promoted. 
Typically any given municipal area would accommodate a hierarchy of nodes that indicate the 
relative intensity of development anticipated for the various nodes, their varying sizes, and their 
dominant nature - (DRDLR, SDK Guidelines, 2008). 

Corridors 

A corridor features a combination of transport services and supporting infrastructure and denser 
mixed land use development integrated with the transport system, which includes land uses such 
as retail, residential, service industries, commercial, activities, social, agricultural related uses 
and recreation. A corridor not only forms the link between nodes, but also relies on nodes along 
its length to generate movement and activity - (DRDLR, SDK Guidelines, 2008). 

Linkages 

Linkages are routes that link urban areas, conservation areas, provinces and countries. These 
normally do not promote linear development along the route, but support nodal development. 
Linkages may be on national or international level and are mainly National and Provincial roads. 

Containment and Delineation 

To control and regulate development. 


Lost Urban Space and Brownfield Regeneration 



The problem of "lost spaee," or the inadequate use of spaee, affliets most urban eenters todays i 
and forward planning should attempt to regain shattered eities to establish a publie realm that is 
made of firmly shaped, eoherently linked, humanly meaningful urban spaees. 

Brownfields^^ are defined as sites that: 

Have been affeeted by former uses of the site or surrounding land uses 
Are dereliet or underutilised 

Are mainly in fully or partly developed urban areas 
Require intervention to bring them baek to benefieial use and 
May have real pereeived eontamination problems 

■ Protection 

To eonserve, in order to prevent extinetion and to ensure the forth growing for future generation. 

■ Growth areas 

Growth areas are the eombination of the inerease in size, number, and extension of a eertain 
area. 

■ Commonage Land 

Commonage Land is land whieh is, or is to be, oeeupied or used by members of a eommunity 
subjeet to the rules or eustom of that eommunity (Communal Land Rights Aet 1 1 of 2004). 

■ Urban Edge 

A demareated line and interrelated poliey that serves to manage, direet and limit urban expansion 
and lateral growth of settlements. An urban edge will promote densifieation and integration and 
proteet valuable natural, agrieultural and seenie resourees.

In preparing the Ngwathe Munieipal SDK the Standard Planning Categories, with their 
subeategories, will be implemented. Implementation will be in alignment with the Free State PSDF 
by “facilitating the land use classification of the entire land surface of the province in a standard 
format in accordance with defined Spatial Planning Categories, which are based on a broad 
spectrum of environmental parameters and a system of value and ethics”, ineluding: 

A - Core Conservation Areas 
B - Natural Buffer Areas 
C - Agrieultural Areas 
D - Urban Related Areas 
E - Industrial Areas 
F - Surfaee Infrastrueture 



6.2 Cross Cutting Issues applicable to all Urban Areas and the Ngwathe Rural Areas: 


A : CORE 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the Vredefort Dome World 
Heritage Site EMF and the Ngwathe EMF 

■ All development applieation have to be assessed in terms if the management zones proposed in the 
Vredefort Dome World Heritage Site EMF and the Ngwathe EMF 

■ No aetivities in environmentally sensitive areas. 

■ Riparian areas are an integral part of the river eeosystem and are regarded as important eeologieal 
features, whieh often experienee substantial development pressures. They should be regarded as 
sensitive to aetivities that threaten to severely degrade them. 

■ No mining aetivities without relevant mining permits/ rights. 


Management Zones proposed in the Vredefort Dome World Heritage Site EMF and the Ngwathe EMF 

To aid strategic environmental management in the area, environmental management zones were delineated by grouping areas which share 
the same characteristics together. Areas were grouped based on their current use (e.g. Agriculture, Residential, Natural, etc.) and their sensitivity to 
different types of activities. The five (5) management zones are: 

- Zone A : Sensitive terrestrial features in a natural or near-natural state; 

- Zone B : Sensitive aquatic features in a natural or near-natural state; 

- Zone C : Areas modified by agriculture; 

- Zone D : Areas modified by residential development and tourism; and 


VDWHS Environmental Management Framework & Ngwathe Environmental Management Framework 2013 (Source: Department of 
Environmental Affairs). The VDWHS is located within the North-West and Free State Provinces and falls under the jurisdiction of the 
Dr. Kenneth Kaunda District and TIokwe Local Municipalities in the North-West Province and the Fezile Dabi District and Moqhaka and 
Ngwathe Local Municipalities in the Free State Province. 


B : BUFFER 


■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs. 

■ The areas within 32 m and 100 m of water eourses, as defined in the National Water Aet, and within 
500 m of wetlands should be regarded as sensitive, further development in these areas will be 
subjeet to EIA proeedures. 

■ No mining aetivities without relevant mining permits/ rights. 


C : AGRICULTURAL AREAS 


Urban Agriculture : 

To promote the long-term sustainable use and conservation of natural agricultural resources and 

the protection and preservation of agricultural land and its productive use in order to ensure 

long-term national and household food safety and security and profitable agricultural economic output 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs. 

■ Identifieation of suitable lost open spaees for urban agrieulture praetises. 

■ In partnership with the private seetor and DAFF, eonduet eommunity awareness to promote food 
produetion on residential properties. 

■ Minimum area of smallholdings is 4 ha . 

■ Subdivision of smallholding in more than 3 portions (remainder and two subdivisions), will 
neeessitate Township Establishment. 

■ Smallholdings not to be eonsidered for any other form of permanent housing than single residential 
purposes. 

■ The subdivision or development of riparian farmland, where permissible, must allow a minimum 100 
m waterfront to the remaining portion thereof 

Commonage : 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs. 

■ Refer to applieable “Urban Agrieulture” eross eutting issues. 

■ No development on high potential agrieulture land.

■ Proper planning and management of all eommonage land is required. 

■ Optimal utilisation, apart from eurrent grazing and low intensity farming aetivities must be 
investigated. 

■ Implementation of well-planned and managed food gardens. 

Region Agriculture : 

■ No development must be allowed on high potential agrieulture land. 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs. 

■ Development on agrieulture may not eommenee prior to approval from the Department of 
Agrieulture, Forestry and Fisheries. 

■ Permission must be obtained from the Department of Agrieulture, Forestry and Fisheries regarding 
land, formally to be exeluded from agrieultural land, as pertained in the approved SDF. 

■ The only formally developed irrigation seheme exists adjaeent Koppies. 

■ Future agrieultural growth ean primarily be ereated by value-added supplementary agrieultural 
praetiees (Hydroponies, Tunnels, and Irrigation Sehemes ete.). 

■ The Free State Department of Agrieulture, Forestry and Fisheries (during 2009) in “A Study to 
Investigate Opportunities for Value Add Agriculture in the Free State Province, identified the following 
signifieant agrieulture praetises for the Northern Free State Region, the most agrieultural aetive 
region in the provinee.: 

Soya Beans (dairy replaeement produetion/ produets). 

Sunflower (biofuel, oil and seeondary produets i.e. margarine, mayonnaise ete. sueh as the 
eurrents refinery at Villiers). 

Cattle Farming (primary produetion in the north-eastern Free State, feedlots and diversify 
produets). 

Game Farming (venison and biltong produets, seeondary tourism). 

Limited opportunities for poultry abattoirs (area eurrently eomprises several abattoirs and 
market deemed saturated). 

Niehe Seetor : honey produetion. 

■ Current restrietions on the alteration of natural veldt into eultivated fields should be adhered to. 

■ Subdivisions to riparian properties must ensure a minimum waterfront of 100 m for subdivisions 
and the remainder. 

■ Subdivisions of agrieultural land will be eonsidered for formal development of holiday resorts (non- 
permanent residing) and Leisure Residential Developments aeeording to Free State Provinee, 
Department of Loeal Government and Housing, Spatial Planning Direetorate’s Development o f Rural 




and Peri-Urban Areas Guidelines. 

■ The prineiple is, however, aeeepted to allow for subdivision of agrieultural land, where the land is 
situated direetly adjaeent the formal town lands of urban areas with the exelusive aim to be utilised 
as smallholdings or small farms. 


D : URBAN RELATED 


Land Use Management Scheme : 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs for all urban related 
land uses. 

■ Absenee of approved TPSs in Koppies, Vredefort, Vredeshoop and Edenville eomplieates land use 
management and “open title deeds” are not 

eondueive for orderly urban development. 

■ Land use management in Tumahole, Phiritona, Kwakwatsi, Mokwallo and Ngwathe are still 

eondueted in terms of Aet 4 of 1984 ( ‘Annexure F’ of the Township and Land Use Regulation, No 

1897 / 1986). 

■ The Loeal Munieipality embarked on the proeess of preparing an Integrated Land Use Management 

System (LUMS). The Draft Ngwathe Town Planning Seheme has sinee been prepared, laek in funding 
resulted in the doeument not being eompleted. 

Residential : 

■ Funding for eompletion of the draft Land Use Management Seheme as high priority projeet. 

■ Densifieation relating to subdivision is restrieted to the minimum erf sizes determined in the 

respeetive TPS. 
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Act 4 of 1984 was since repealed in 1994, regulation dealing with Township and Land use were not revoked. 






■ Except for areas proposed for infill planning and where a TPS is implemented, the minimum erf size 
is 900 m2 and in high density preeinets, 350 m2 

■ Densifieation by means of 

- Townhouses (unless otherwise indieated i.e. existing seheme only on erven larger than 1 850 
m2 at a ratio of 30 du/ha). 

- Maisonettes (only on erven larger than 2 000 m2 at a ratio of 50 du/ha). 

Flats (only on erven larger than 2 000 m2 at a ratio of 80 du/ha). 

Central Business District (CBD) and Development Nodes : 

■ Due to absenee of TPS, CBDs of Koppies, Vredefort and Edenville are not delineated - LUMS to 
indieate delineation. 

■ Development in these CBDs is dispersed with open erven available for future business development/ 

densifieation. 

Urban Open Spaces : 

■ Refer to Core and Buffer areas, also depleting urban open spaees. 

■ Urban greening is almost non-existent in high density residential preeinets and attempts in this 
regard, in liaison with the DAFF, must be deemed a priority. 

■ Continuous subdivision of funetional and formal open spaees to aeeommodate soeial amenities and 
business land uses must be prohibited. 

■ In supporting the above, several smaller funetional open spaees in all urban areas, are not 
developed and are proposed for leveling and gravel surfaeing to establish informal sports areas. 

■ Provision of open spaees should be maintained aeeording to CSIR Guidelines for the Provision of 
Soeial Faeilities in South Afriean Settlements - Medium Towns (First Edition: August 2012). 

■ Total provision of funetional and formal open spaees has to be at least 0.5 ha/ 1 000 people, 40% of 
this alloeation is for strategie (regional) and distriet faeilities and 60% for eommunity, urban and 
neighbourhoods parks, play lots, ete. 

■ Lost urban spaee, not being eore, buffer or funetional open spaees, eould be utilised for infill 
planning purposes. 

■ Current and old exeavated areas do not represent funetional open spaees, unless properly 
rehabilitated and landseaped. 

■ Sand and gravel exploitation in urban areas is not eondueive and detraet from the amenity of 
eonvenienee of residential preeinets; these aetivities should be eeased and open east pits, 
rehabilitated. 

■ Old exploited areas should similarly be rehabilitated. 





■ Maintenance of existing infrastructure is deemed a priority. 

Resorts and Tourism : 

To promote the optimal development and utilisation of the unique tourism potential of the Ngwathe region, 

whilst not compromising the outstanding universal value of the adjacent VDWHS and unduly impairing 

the safe, undisturbed and quiet enjoyment of the area.^^ 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs. 

■ Similar to the Fezile Dabi Distriet, the region experieneed an inerease in the tourism industry 
regarding weekend tourism destinations. Speeifie referenee is made to the VDWHS, game ranehes 
and guesthouses on farms. 

■ Support Leisure Residential and Resort developments^’^. 

Cemeteries : 

■ Cleaning, feneing and maintenanee of existing and old eemeteries must be done. 

■ Greening of eemetery premises is long overdue and must be attempted. 

■ Highly dependent on eultural praetiees (for instanee the aeeeptability of eremation, ehoiee of 
separate sites and the like) and other faetors sueh as the ineidenee of HIV/ Aids. 

■ The site seleetion of suitable land for burials is eritieal and requires prior geologieal and 

groundwater level (if applieable) studies. 


E : INDUSTRIAL AREAS 


Industries : 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs for all urban 
industrial related land uses. 

■ Provision of new/ reloeation of existing industrial areas must foeus on road aeeessibility and 

proximity to the predominant labour forees.

Development of holiday resorts (non-permanent residing) and Leisure Residential Developments according to Free State Province, 
Department of Local Government and Flousing, Spatial Planning Directorate's Development of Rural and Peri-Urban Areas Guidelines. No 
development will, however, be allowed on high potential agriculture land. 



Extractive Industries (Mining) : 

To promote new mining activities that does not threaten the outstanding universal value of the adjacent 
VDWHS 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs for all surfaee 
extraetive aetivities. 

■ Current and old exeavated areas do not represent funetional open spaees, unless properly 
rehabilitated and landseaped 

■ Old exploited areas loeated in the urban areas, must be rehabilitated. 

■ Sand and gravel exploitation in urban areas are not eondueive for a quality living environment and 
detraet from the amenity of eonvenienee of residential preeinets; these aetivities should be eeased 
and open east pits, rehabilitated. 

■ Unless otherwise indieated, gravel are mostly exploited in urban areas for munieipal road building, 

eonstruetion and maintenanee purposes only. 


F : SURFACE INFRASTRUCTURE 85 BUILDINGS 


Landfill Sites: 

Agricultural activities seem to be the biggest potential contributor to water pollution in the study area, 

followed by faulty sewage treatment facilities and unsafe landfill sites . These activities, and their related 

activities, should be managed to ensure minimum pollution risk^^. 

■ Implementation of the Strategie Objeetives and Management Zones of the EMFs for all surfaee 
extraetive aetivities. 

■ Daily maintenanee and operations at landfill sites are not in all instanees addressed, resulting in 
intolerable pollution of the surrounding areas. 

■ Illegal dumping, espeeially at exploited rehabilitated exeavation pits, loeated within residential areas 
is a prominent health risk and eleaning and rehabilitation of the areas to address illegal dumping 
must be addressed with resolve. 

■ Clear and eaution signage at all illegal dumping areas, prohibiting utilisation as landfill sites/ 

dumping.

Regional Road Network and Future Access Requirements : 

■ The deteriorating eondition of gravel roads, as a result of irregular maintenanee, is a tangible 
eoneern in the area. 

■ Gravel roads, linking urban areas, ensuring administrative linking, is in a dilapidated and unsafe 

eondition, eontributing to the diffieulties of integrating the Munieipality.

The Parys District comprises an unique nature 
and environmental assets such as the 
Vredefort Dome, landscapes associated with 
the dome, the Vaal River, its tributaries and 
riparian, also including several in stream 
islands (in the proximity of Parys) . 

The Parys islands system (Bok, Steyn and 
Woody Islands) is unique, environmentally 
sensitive and subject to sporadic flooding. 

The VDWHS and associated buffer areas are 
located close to Parys. Due to the demarcated 
municipal boundaries (between Ngwathe and 
the Moqhaka Municipality) only 3 properties of 
the Dome and its associated buffers (located 
on the Free State side), are located in the 
Ngwathe Municipality - most of the properties 
are located in the Moqhaka Municipality. 

The Oudewerf Spruit and several other smaller 
tributaries drain through the urban area into 
the Vaal River. A significant vlei area (SIO) 
formed adjacent one of the tributaries (west of 
Parys) . 

■ Optimal development and utilisation of the 
unique tourism potential of the Dome and 
Vaal River areas is proposed, but without 
compromising the outstanding universal 
value thereof and unduly impairing the safe, 
undisturbed and quiet enjoyment of the 
area. 

■ Significant surface water features (Vaal 
River), as well as their tributaries must be 
regarded as sensitive to activities that might 
further deteriorate their quality. 

■ Riparian areas to the Vaal River, Oudewerf 
Spruit and their tributaries are an integral 
part of the river ecosystem and regarded as 
important ecological features, experiencing 
substantial development pressures. 

■ They must be regarded as sensitive to 
activities that threaten to severely degrade 
them. 

■ Urban conservation areas, namely the in 
stream islands of the Vaal River, are deemed 
of significance for protection and must be 
retained. 

■ SIO: Development further westward must 
take cognisance of an existing vlei area as it 
is deemed a sensitive ecological feature.

The Vaal River forms the northern boundary of 
the urban area that also serves as the 
boundary between the Free State and Gauteng 
and North West Provinee. 

Most signifieantly, however, is the proposed 5 
km buffer zone assoeiated with the eore 
properties of the VDWHS (refer to Annexure 1), 
oeeupying farmland between Parys and 
Vredefort, amongst other, also the potential 
hinterland of Parys and Vredefort. 

■ The practieality of the VDWHS buffer areas 
need to be investigated; espeeially in the 
immediate vieinity of Parys and Vredefort, as 
they impede on the natural hinterland of the 
involved urban areas. The tar road between 
Vredefort and Parys should preferably serve 
as buffer boundary and land to the east 
thereof released for urban development of 
Parys and Vredefort. 

■ The Vaal River and Oudewerf Spruit and 
assoeiated tributaries are signifieant natural 
resourees and should be proteeted to 
minimise pollution thereof. 

■ The areas within 32 m and 100 m of water 
eourses, as defined in the National Water 
Aet, and within 500 m of wetlands should be 
regarded as sensitive.

Urban Fringe 

The former boundary of the town lands of Parys determined the fringe to the northwest, northeast and 
the Vaal River to the north. Long-term development of the urban area is proposed to the southeast, 
onee eastern extensions (R5) are planned and oeeupied. The urban fringe ineludes the Pistorius Rust 
Smallholdings and the remaining subdivisions of the farm Pistorius Rust 288 (R6) for residential 
extension, taking eognisanee of: 

- The alignment of a proposed new aeeess road (from the Vredefort/ Parys Road) to the existing 
industrial area and Tumahole 

- R12: The existing Vaal De Grace golf estate and Island 13 wildlife estate developments on “Groot 
Eiland”. The island, although also ineluded within the buffer area to the Vredefort Dome World 
Heritage Site, resides under the North West Provinee 

- Unless alleviation eould be obtained, the buffer area of the Vredefort Dome World Heritage Site will 
delineate the boundary for western extensions 

- R13: Couneil will support high eost low density estates or resort developments in the rural areas: 

i. to the east of Parys and further east, between the Vaal River and the Sasolburg Road, only should 
the developments adhere to the Free State Provinee, Department of Loeal Government and 
Housing, Spatial Planning Direetorate’s Development of Rural and Peri-Urban Areas Guidelines 

ii. To the west of Parys, only should the developments adhere to development guidelines applieable 
to the VDWHS and the VDWHS EMF. 

iii. The faet that Parys does not eomprise of land to provide in exeeedingly sought after high eost 

residential properties, further motivates residential extensions further east and west.

Resorts and Tourism 

Parys, due to its favourable loeation to Gauteng, is a popular weekend tourist destination rendering 
the urban area ideal for enhaneed tourism development. The town additionally houses several sporting 
events. The Couneil will support feasible tourism developments, meeting legal guidelines and 
standards, to eontribute to loeal eeonomie development. Signifieant tourism faeilities inelude: 

■ VDWHS with assoeiated guest houses, venues, game farms and resorts 

■ the Mimosa Gardens and Rotary Resort 

■ Vaal de Graee, Island 13 and Parys Golf & Country Estates 

■ Afri-dome equestrian eentre and assoeiated venues 

■ Two seenie routes were identified that run virtually parallel to the Vaal River in the Koepel area and 
eomprise of extreme beauty, unique topography and landseape features. The routes also provide, in 
some instanees, aeeess to the Vaal River and are identified as the Koepel Seenie Route (Seetions of 
Roads S 264, 212, 80 & 713) and the Vaal Eden Seenie Route (Seetions of Roads S 1052 & 171). 




Cemeteries 
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Several existing eemeteries in the urban area are fully 
oeeupied (C3: Parys and C2: Sehonkenville). A 
number of smaller eemeteries, varying in age, are 
present in the Tumahole preeinet, also fully oeeupied 
(04 & 05). 

A substantial and undeveloped portion of the Parys 
industrial area was sinee re-planned and utilised as a 
regional eemetery, also now ineluding the former 
eemeteries of Sehonkenville and Tumahole (01).

Industries 

II & 12: The industrial area (II) is situated 
adjaeent to the Koppies Road to the south of 
Parys and the non-noxious industrial area (12) 
between the CBD of Parys and the Tumahole 
town area. The industrial zones are isolated, 
inaeeessible and mostly surrounded by 
residential preeinets. Growth in these areas is 
latent. 

CouneiTs approaeh to address the integration 
of the Tumahole, Sehonkenville and Parys 
preeinets resulted in most of the erven in the 
industrial area (II) being re-planned for a large 
regional eemetery (Cl) and residential infill 
development. 

Extractive Industries (Mining) 

Gl: An area adjaeent the Dover Road, although 
to a limited extent, is simultaneously exploited 
for gravel for road and eonstruetion purposes 
and for a land fill site. 

G2: Exploitable sand deposits are also found 
adjaeent the Vaal River. The area was 
exhaustively mined in the past and 
rehabilitation thereof is deemed urgent. 


FUTURE SPATIAL FRAMEWORK 

■ 13: Limited extension, infill and densifieation 
in the existing light industrial area are 
feasible. 

■ 14: Reloeation of the inaeeessible noxious 
industrial area, adjaeent to the Parys/

■ Rehabilitation of the landfill site should 
gradually be attempted; espeeially in view of 
its elose proximity to the Tumahole preeinet. 

■ G3: Gravel should preferably be obtained 
from a substantial existing open east pit 
adjaeent the Parys/ Sasolburg Road. 

■ G4 & G5: Exploited open east pits in 
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Tumahole and between Tumahole and 
Sehonkenville needs to be rehabilitated as a 
matter of urgeney; espeeially in view of its 
elose proximity to residential preeinets. 

■ S4: Continuation of landfill in Abazimeli 

area and landseaping to establish sport 
faeility. 


F : SURFACE INFRASTRUCTURE 85 BUILDINGS 
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Railway Lines and Stations 


The Dover/ Vredefort railway line extends 
through the town area. The Parys station is 
situated on a braneh line and further 
expansion is not envisaged. The railway line 
limits urban integration and aeeess to the 
industrial area while it eauses the town to 
develop in a ribbon shape.

■ S7: Optimal development and utilisation of 
the unique potential of the Heilbron 
Conservaney, whilst not eompromising the 
outstanding universal value thereof and 
unduly impairing the safe, undisturbed and 
quiet enjoyment of the area. 

■ Signifieant surfaee water features (Uniefees 
Dam) as well as its tributaries must be 
regarded as sensitive to aetivities that might 
further deteriorate their quality. 

■ Riparian areas to the Eland Spruit and its 
tributaries and other wetland areas are an 
integral part of the river eeosystem and are 
regarded as important eeologieal features, 
whieh experienee substantial development 
pressures. 

■ They must be regarded as sensitive to 
aetivities that threaten to severely degrade 
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them. 


B : BUFFER 
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The Eland Spruit, its tributaries and wetland 
areas of significance, drains form east to west 
through urban area and a significant surface 
water future (Uniefees Dam) and an urban 
conservation area (Heilbron Conservancy), are 
located in the urban area. 

■ The Eland Spruit, Uniefees Dam and their 
tributaries are significant natural resources 
and should be protected to minimise 
pollution thereof. 

■ The areas within 32 m and 100 m of water 
courses, as defined in the National Water 
Act, and within 500 m of wetlands should be 
regarded as sensitive. 

■ S6 & S7: Several large wetland areas, some 
contained in open space erven, must be 
protected from pollution as they drain 
directly to the Eland Spruit that confluences 
with the Renoster River further east (close to 
the Koppies Dam inflow). 


C : AGRICULTURAL AREAS 
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Urban Agriculture 

A small smallholding scheme is located south 
of the Heilbron precinct, known as the 

Highlands Smallholdings comprising an area of 
2.3 km2 

■ The Highlands smallholdings are proposed for 
low density high cost development/ 
agriculture related developments. 

■ Inclusion of all the current small farms and 
smallholdings adjacent to the urban area in 
the proposed integrated TPS to ensure 
appropriate land use management in these 





areas. 

Commonage 

FI: Five farms to the north of Phiritona, 
substantially large area, measuring 

approximately 9 km^ in extent were bought 
during 1998 for the purposes of future small 
scale farming development and commonage 
•The following farms were acquired 
(Nil Desperandum 1166, 

Sterkstroom 1700, 

Greenland 1706, 

Sub 1 of Kromhoek 1701 and the 
Remainder Kromhoek 1701) 

■ Urban extension is not proposed further 
north. 

■ Land is exclusively utilised for gazing and 
neither significant small scale farming nor 
any value adding agricultural activities since 
established.

Urban or suburban sprawl is a multi-faceted concept centred on the expansion of auto-oriented, low-density development. A sprawling urban settlemei 
normally associated with extended travel distances, higher cost of services, impact on the rural environment and segregation between residential and comme 
uses, to list a few. A clearly recognised urban fringe, densification and infill development could, amongst others, be pursued as a tool to achieve spatial Integra 
and induce the optimal utilisation of land. It is of strategic importance to address distorted settlement patterns of the past, to improve urban integration an 
redress spatial imbalances of the past to curb continuous urban sprawl, further north of the existing Heilbron settlement. 


Urban Fringe: 

Identifying the long term urban fringe is ehallenging as all developable land in the Phiritona preeinet 
have sinee been engulfed by urban development with exeeedingly limited remaining infill options. The 
Heilbron and Sandersville preeinets similarly do not eomprise developable land for urban extension. 
The long term spatial pattern opted for will result in the future urban form of the settlement, 
emphasising the eorreet identifieation thereof. 

The long term residential zone is proposed west of the existing Phiritona preeinet, on the eommonage 
farm Nil Desperandum 1166 and a small portion of the remaining townlands in view of the following 
eontemplations : 

■ The proposal is a direet response to “Driver 9 ” of the NDP, to faeilitate sustainable human 
settlement, amongst other by “improving the balanee between the loeation of jobs and people” and 
“the loeation of jobs in or elose to dense, urban townships”. 

■ Direet aeeess is obtainable onto the Sasolburg Road (A7) ensuring an aeeessible preeinet, with direet

Urban Fringe: 

access to Sasolburg and Gauteng were most of the Phiritona residents are, at present, employed. 
The eurrent Phiritona preeinet is exeeedingly inaeeessible. 

■ FI: Development further north will imply expansion of a signifieant watershed - the watershed, 
surrounding the northern preeinets of Phiritona, poses a natural barrier and extension beyond it 
should only be eonsidered as a last resort for urban expansion due to numerous wetlands, 
tributaries to the Eland Spruit and undesirable urban sprawl on eommonage land. 

■ Extension further north will not be eondueive to an ideal (eireular) urban form as it eonstitutes 
urban sprawl further from the CBD and job opportunities. 

■ R3: Western extension eould immediately eommenee on the farm Nil Desperandum 1166 and a 
small portion of the remaining townlands although the timely purehasing of additional land is 
inevitable i.e. Weltevreden 257, Ma 5 wille 960 and ultimately Subdivision 1 of the farm 
Modderfontein 122. Future reloeation of the WWTP, further downstream will ensure more 
developable land within the eurrent urban boundaries. 

■ Extension east and south will eneroaeh on land deemed of high agrieultural potential and also not 
being eondueive to an ideal (eireular) urban form, also eonstituting urban sprawl; espeeially by 
loeating residential preeinets gradually further from the CBD and job opportunists. 

■ 13: The existing industrial area, although well developed, is full and enfolded by residential 
preeinets, inevitably restrieting further extension thereof. It is proposed to establish a future 
aeeessible (through the eurrent Greenlands Road and the future P53/9 Road) industrial area, east 
of the existing industrial area (opposite the Sasolburg Road), on the remaining townlands. 

■ The latter will ensure, should residential expansion oeeur westward, that “Driver 9 ” of the NDP, to 
faeilitate sustainable human settlement, is simultaneously aehieved. 

■ F2: The Highlands Smallholdings and small farms are proposed for inelusion within the urban 

fringe and future Seheme to ensure proper management thereof. 
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Residential 

Heilbron: 

The urban area eomprises a total of 9 670 residential 
erven of whieh Phiritona has 8 472, Heilbron 831 and 
Sandersville 367 erven. 

Sandersville: 

Sandersville does neither eomprise of any vaeant 
residential erven nor vaeant land for urban extension. 
Effeetive integration was aehieved with the Heilbron 
and Phiritona preeinets. 


Phiritona: 

Of the 7 128 erven in Phiritona, 2 381 erven are at 



present unoeeupied. 


FUTURE SPATIAL FRAMEWORK 


■ Phiritona eomprises 2406 erven in 
reserve ineluded in the planned 
Extension 1 0 and the newly proposed 
Extension 1 1 . 

■ Rl: Is proposed for the short term 
residential extension, northeast of 
Phiritona. Extension is not proposed 
further northwards on eommonage 
land. 

■ R2: Limited infill opportunities exist, 
although the area is impaeted upon 
by rooky outerops, infrastrueture 
lines and undevelopable areas. 

■ Planning of the area must go in hand 
with the formalisation of Moot Dorpie 
informal settlement. Reloeation of the 
informal settlement Mooi Dorpie;

■ An inelusionary housing site is 
proposed in the newly planned 
extension of Phiritona. 

■ R4: Extension/ development of the 
high eost residential area (Heilbron) 
is possible toward the Unifies dam. 
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■ Integration was sueeessfully aehieved 
and all possible infill opportunities 
sinee developed. 

Central Business District 

Heilbron: 

Heilbron comprises a well-established CBD whieh 
developed adjaeent to Lang Markt and Chureh 
Streets. Limited eneroaehment oeeurred of late into 
the adjaeently loeated residential areas. 

Phiritona & Sandersville: 

Phiritona and Sandersville do not have a well-defined 
CBD. Aetivity nodes, in the form of neighbourhood 
eentres, have been provided at strategie loeations 
along the major and eolleetor roads (A3 - A5) 

■ Bl: Extension of the CBD is proposed 
further south but not beyond 
Voortrekker Street, delineating the 
future CBD. 

■ Corridor development is permissible 
for adjoining properties in Lang Markt 
Street, but not beyond Voortrekker 
Street. 

■ Business nodes: 

- Al: Entranee from Sasolburg Road 
(Lang Markt Street), adjaeent 
Sandersville. 

- A2: Further down Lang Markt Street 
towards it intereession with 
Wentworth Street. 

-A3: Centre of Phiritona (Erf 1873), 
eurrently oeeupied by informal 
settlements. 

- A4: North of Sandersville (Erven 350 
& 351) eurrently oeeupied by 
informal settlements. 

- A5: New Phiritona residential 
preeinet (further east). 

Commuting Nodes 

The town area aeeommodates one LDT rank loeated in 
Heilbron on the eorner of Lang Markt and Wentworth 
Streets (Tl). 

■ Provision of sheltered embarking 
points along main eolleetor roads and 
at prominent eommunity faeilities in 
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A7: Discouraging embarking and disembarking of 
taxis oeeur adjaeent the Sasolburg Road (Road P 9/4) 
and a suitable solution needs to be found in the form 
of a formal piek up point adjaeent to the road 

Phiritona, is deemed a neeessity. 

■ A7: Upgrading of the road is proposed 
for suitable eonfiguration to allow for 
embarking and disembarking of 
passengers. 

Urban Open Spaces 

SI: Heilbron eomprises a well-developed sport terrain. 
The existing sports ground and golf eourse. 

S2/S3: The sport terrains in Sandersville and 
Phiritona are in the proeess of being upgraded. 

■ S3: An existing open spaee, utilised 

as an informal soeeer praetiee 
ground, is developed as a 

neighbourhood sport faeility in 
Phiritona; the area also ineludes a 
elinie (erf 1787). 

■ S4: An old quarry to the west of 

Phiritona has partially been 

rehabilitated and is no longer in use. 
Final rehabilitation of the site should 
promptly be eompleted; espeeially in 
view of its proximity to the 
Sandersville and Phiritona preeinets. 

■ S5: Deeommissioned night soil 
trenehes, northeast of Phiritona is 
not suitable for future development. 

■ Urban eonservation: 

- S6: A “green belt” is proposed 
adjaeent (west) the Sasolburg Road 
to aeeommodate a wetland area 
and a number of smaller dams. 

- S 7: A signifieant open spaee 
eurrently revolves around the 
Uniefees Dam and the tributaries 
of the Eland Spruit. The 
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surrounding areas to the dam 
must be reserved for tourism 
related reereational development 
and eonservation purposes. 

- The dam is the most prominent 
natural resouree for water supply 
to the area and must be proteeted 
to minimise water pollution. 

Resorts and Tourism 

Significant tourism facilities were identified as: 

■ The Uniefees Dam. 

■ As a result of the Boer Matabeli War, the Kwantitise Battlefield, also known as the Vegkop Battlefield 
(Heilbron area). 

■ The Francolin Creek Conservancy and Ghoya Africa Conservancy (between Heilbron and Frankfort on 
the R34 road). 

Cemeteries 

The existing eemeteries in Phiritona (Cl) Heilbron (C2) 
and Sandersville (C3) are fully oeeupied. 

■ A need was expressed to establish 
smaller eemeteries for the residents 
of Heilbron and Sandersville. 

■ C4: A new regional eemetery has 
been established to the north (on 
eommonage land) of the Phiritona 
preeinet (4). The site is mainly used 
by the residents of Phiritona. It was 
deemed feasible following numerous 
geoteehnieal investigations in the 
larger urban area. 

Airfields 

Reeent urban extensions northwest of the runway 
(Extension 9 & 10), eneroaehed into the approaeh 

■ Safety of the airfield has been 
eompromised due to ill maintenanee. 
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angels and safety zones of the airfield. It was ill 
maintained for several years and infrastrueture and 
faeilities demolished. Runway beaeons and strip lights 
have also sinee been vandalised and/ or removed. 
The airstrip, that used to be a proper tar runway, was 
not reeently resurfaeed and is used by the eommunity 
as driving sehool and for reereational driving. 

high density residential extensions 
adjoining it, mining and non-aviation 
related aetivities in elose proximity 
thereof, rendering it unusable. 

■ Proposed developments adjaeent 
thereto should be allowed and the 
remaining areas, planned for urban 
extension. 

■ Reloeation should be eonsidered to a 
more appropriate loeation (northwest 
of Heilbron) and the runway 
ineorporated as a major eolleetor 
road to the vast northeastern 
preeinets of Phiritona. 

Heilbron Airfield 

The Heilbron airport is eonsidered a small airport and ean only serve one aireraft at a time. It is often 
a souree of aireraft noise and a major eause of noise disturbanee to residents living nearby. A small 
airport is prone to traffie problems beeause aireraft must use the runway as a taxiway between the 
loading zones and the hangar, and to taxi into plaee after landing and before take-off. Most alarming, 
is the observation that heavy tipper trueks, transporting gravel from a large gravel burrow pit, loeated 
within the safety zone of the airfield, to a nearby road building projeet, also utilise the runway. It is 
used as a link road to Road SI 46, via an existing gravel aeeess road to the airfield. It is unfortunate 
that reeent urban extension northwest of the runway (Extension 9 & 10), already eneroaehed into the 
approaeh angels and safety zones related to the airfield, impeding eritieal safety measures and 
rendering the eurrent faeility, unusable. In aviation, eneroaehment is defined “as any non-aviation 
aetion, planned or exeeuted that inhibits, eurtails or possesses the potential to impede the 
performanee of aviation aetivities” (Bilney, 2009). The figure below illustrates the impaet of pervious 
extensions on the eompulsory safety zones of the airfield. It stands to reason why the Munieipality: 

i. found that the safety of the airport is eompromised due to the existenee of high density residential 
areas, mining aetivities and non-aviation related aetivities, 

ii. agreed to allow development adjaeent thereto and eonsidering reloeation thereof to a more 
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appropriate and save loeation.

Exploited portions of the 
burrow pit, will in future, be in close 
proximity of the future residential area and 
should be rehabilitated as a matter of 
urgency. 

■ S4: An older and large quarry has since 

partially been rehabilitated, final 

rehabilitation thereof is deemed immanent. 
The area could in future purposefully be 
utilised as a sport facility.

Regional Road Network and Future Access 

Access Requirements 

Phiritona is exceedingly isolated with limited access onto the provincial road network and access to the 
Heilbron urban area. Phiritona is inaccessible during flooding of the Eland Spruit (A6). 

■ Al, A2 and A3: Access to Heilbron via the three existing aeeess roads is adequate. 

It is signifieant to mention that save aeeess onto Road P 9/4 eould only be provided for a reeent 
extension (2003) of the Phiritona preeinet (A7), approximately 2,5 km from the existing Heilbron 
aeeess (A2). 

Due to unsafe sight distanees, the speeifie topography of the terrain, appropriate safety distanee and 
the physieal elevation of the road, the Department of Poliee, Roads and Transport do not eonsider 
additional aeeesses. 

The road reserve and building restrieting adjaeent to Road P9/4 should not be eonsidered for urban 
development and should be upheld for future road widening purposes and to ensure the safety of the 
traveling publie and residents residing adjaeent thereto. 

■ A4 & A7 : Additional eolleetor roads are required to provide aeeess to the previous extensions of 
Phiritona. 

■ A5: New aeeess points proposed on the Oranjeville Road to provides adequate aeeess to the eastern 
extensions of Phiritona 

■ A6: Imperative upgrading of the existing aeeess between Phiritona and the Heilbron CBD via the 
non-noxious industrial area, in view of new extensions further northeast. 

■ A8: Aeeess between Sandersville and Phiritona must be established to eonneet urban eolleetor 
roads and inerease aeeessibility to Phiritona. 

■ A9: Long term extension north-eastward will neeessitate new aeeesses onto the Moedersdeel Road. 

■ The latter will ensure more direet aeeess onto the Heilbron /Frankfort Road. 




KOPPIES/ KWAKWATSI URBAN AREA .9 


A : CORE 
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The Koppies Dam Nature Reserve, although 
not part of the urban area, is loeated just 
outside Koppies and is the primary water 
souree to the surrounding agrieultural 
seheme.

C : AGRICULTURAL AREAS 
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Urban Agriculture 
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A substantial smallholding scheme surrounds 
the urban area , eomprising an extent of 
approximately 120 km^ and ineludes 1 386 
smallholdings and eompiled as follows: 

- Kopjes Settlement = 83.6 km^ 

- Weltevrede Settlement = 17.1 km^ 

- Roodepoort Settlement =19.2 km^ 

The seheme was originally established to 
alleviate poverty amongst the early residents of 
the eommunity.

Urban Fringe: 








The former area of jurisdietion determines the urban fringe that was reeently extended to inelude 
newly planned urban extensions south of Kwakwatsi. Depending on the option for urban extension 
agreed upon, it is foreseen that the fringe will either be extended further south (to inelude Plots 1017, 
1018 & 1019 - F4) or north of Kwakwatsi (to inelude portions of Sub 1 of Goedverblyf 208, the 
remainder of the Farm Leeuwspruit 79) and in the longer term, several land pareels of the Weltevrede 
Small Holdings - F3).

Although the crater itself has 
long since eroded away, the remaining geological 
structures at its centre are known as the Vredefort 
Dome or Vredefort impact structure, since 2005 
located in the VDWHS.

Regional Road Network and Future Access 

■ R34: Apart from the main road between Heilbron and Kroonstad, dividing the precinct of Ngwathe 
and Edenville, there are no major road requirements.

FRAMEWORK FOR IMPLEMENTATION, MONITORING AND EVALUATION .12 


Over time, the aims, objeetives and guidelines set in the SDK should be aehieved to ensure that proper 
development and land use management are adequately addressed. The aehievement of the aims, 
objeetives and implementation of guidelines will be aehieved more 
satisfaetorily through a proeess of eontinual improvement of the 
SDK. It is well known that eontinual improvement will only be 
aehieved through a proeess of reviewing, amending, monitoring 
and evaluation. The following framework attempts to provide 
guidelines to the munieipality to ensure that a proeess of eontinual 
improvement is persistently followed. 

Implementation 

The Spatial Development Plan is a guideline doeument, and not 
primarily an implementation plan, whieh demonstrates eomplianee 
of the IDP with spatial prineiples and strategies and whieh serves 
as a basis for spatial eo-ordination of aetivities and for land use 
management deeisions. The overarehing purpose of the SDK eould 
be summarized as follows: 

■ Providing general direetion to guide deeision-making and aetion over a multi-year period aiming at 
the ereation of integrated and habitable eities, towns and residential areas, 

■ Creating a strategie framework for the formulation of an appropriate land-use management system, 
thereby: 

informing the deeisions of development tribunals, housing departments and relevant 
development eommittees; and 

ereating a framework of investment eonfidenee that faeilitates both publie and private seetor 
investment. 





The Spatial Development Framework is supposed to form a legally binding eomponent of the IDP. That 
means it needs to be quite speeifie and preeise in eases where it wants to enforee or to prevent eertain 
types of land use. This, however, does not imply that it has to be preseriptive with regard to the way 
eaeh and every pieee of land shall be used. 

It is therefore elear that the SDK eannot as sueh be implemented, however, all developments, espeeially 
if a spatial impaet is implied, should be measured against the proposals of the SDK. The 
implementation of projeets or any suggested land use ehanges should thus be viewed against the 
general prineiples and the detail proposals of the SDK. Where a ehange in eireumstanees, new event or 
speeifie developments results in eonfiiet with the SDK the Couneil may eonsider to: 

■ Amend the SDK - The term “amendment” refers to a physieal ehange to the SDK as a result of the 
review proeess, or in response to proposals by the MEC. Amendment may also be neeessitated to 
enhanee development or in view of ehanged eireumstanees. Amendment is endeavoured where a 
quiek response is required. 

■ Review the SDK as part of the IDP Review proeess - In this eontext, “review” means a proeess 
whereby the SDK is assessed/ evaluated in terms of the Munieipality’s performanee as well as 
ehanged eireumstanees. Review is endeavoured annually and a quiek response is not neeessarily 
required. 

Amendment and Review 

The deeision of whether to amend the SDK only during the annual review or immediately in response to 
an event or new information may depend on the nature of the event or information. An immediate 
amendment may be relevant if new information or an envisaged event /development: 

■ has a substantial impaet on the nature or understanding or priority issues in the Munieipality, that 
may require adjustments to strategies, projeets, programmes, 

■ presents new opportunities with an immediate effeet requiring a quiek response from the 
Munieipality, or allowing the Munieipality to speed up implementation. 



The Local Government: Municipal Planning and Performance Management Regulations, 2001 set out 
details regarding the prescribed process to amend the IDP: 


■ Only a member or committee of a Municipal council may introduce a proposal for amending the 
Municipality’s integrated development plan in the council. 

■ A reason for amending the IDP must accompany the proposal to amend the IDP, and the proposal 
must also be aligned with the district’s IDP framework. 

■ The amendment is adopted via a decision taken by the Municipal council. 

■ Reasonable notice must be given to the members of the council, and the amendment must also be 
published for public comments for at least 21 days. 

■ The District Municipality must consult the local Municipalities in the area and take their comments 
into account. 

■ The Local Municipality must consult the district Municipality in its area and take its comments into 
account. 

Where a quick response is not required and the new event or new information could be incorporated in 
the annual review process, the SDK will be reviewed with the normal and annual revision process of the 
IDP. The SDK has to be reviewed annually in order to: 

■ Ensure its relevance as the municipality’s guideline for land use management and development. 

■ Inform other components of the Municipal business process. 

■ Inform the cyclical provincial government of long-term development intentions of the area. 

■ Reflect on the impact of successes as well as corrective measures to address problems. 

■ Accommodate changes in internal and external circumstances that may impact on the SDK. 

Monitoring and Evaluation 

The system for monitoring the SDK with the specific intention of evaluating the delivery is to ensure 
that the aims and objectives of the SDK are achieved and that the Municipality can make relevant 
adjustments to its SDK. Monitoring and evaluation are also used as 2 separate but interrelated 
concepts. 



Monitoring 


Collecting relevant information: The gathering of information used to traek the progress of delivery 
against the identified aims and objeetives and also development guidelines as identified in the SDK. 
Monitoring in the eontext of SDK refers to the gathering of data and the subsequent organizing of data 
into sets of information about eertain aetions/ events/ situations throughout the year. Three main 
bodies of information are important as input into the review proeess: 

■ Implementation management information, mainly refers to information that measures progress 
with the implementation of the SDK through a series of indieators sueh as eompletion timeframes, 
use of resourees, implementation of development guidelines ete. 

■ Information about the achievement of aims and objectives and implementation of guidelines 

in the SDF will have to be measured over time. This is done in terms of the indieators that have 
been set, to determine whether the outeomes strived for have been aehieved. 

■ New information may be generated from internal or external sourees and refieets ehanges to the 
internal or external eontext of the Munieipal area that impaets on the appropriateness of the SDF. It 
eould inelude information sueh as (information needs monitoring and reeording throughout the year 
for eonsideration in the review proeess): 

baseline data on demographies, 
new poliey and legislation, 

budget information from other spheres of government as well as munieipal budget review 
proeesses, 

more or improved in-depth information about the existing situation and priority issues, 
information about new developments and trends, 

ehanges in the existing situation due to unexpeeted events sueh as natural disasters, 
new investment opportunities, 

the input from stakeholder organizations and eonstitueneies. 



Evaluation 


Analyzing and interpretation of relevant information: Analyzing and evaluating the meaning of the 
information and applying the understanding to improve delivery and its impaet on the people in the 
Munieipality. The information gathered through the proeess of monitoring deseribed above is assessed 
to understand its relevanee and implieations to the SDK. The relevant information is analyzed for its 
relevanee to aehieving the ideal urban form as prepossessed in the SDK. The following aetivity sheet is 
proposed as a framework for monitoring and evaluation of the SDK implementation.

EVALUATION FRAMEWORK FOR MUNICIPAL IDP 


1. Introduction and Background 

The Municipal Systems Act No. 32 of 2000 provides the legislative framework within which the 
preparation of Integrated Development Plan (IDP) is regulated. The provisions of the MSA require 
municipal councils with certain legislative requirements when preparing the IDP to ensure meaningful 
community participation and alignment and coordination of the IDP processes. Section 26 of the MSA 
stipulates that the core components of the IDP must reflect - 

(a) The municipal council’s vision of the long term development of the municipality with special 
emphasis on the municipality’ most critical development and internal transformation needs; and 

(b) An assessment of the existing level of development in the municipality, which must include an 
identification of communities which do not have access to basic municipalities. 

Section 31 of the MSA requires the MECs for local government to provide comments on the municipal 
IDPs in the respective provinces. In order to assist the MEC commenting process the practice of 
convening assessment sessions was introduced. These sessions bring together a team of assessors 
from different sectors to assess the IDPs and provide comments. 

1 . 1 Purpose of the Evaluation Framework 

The purpose of this evaluation framework is to guide and standardise the assessment of municipal 
Integrated Development Plans for Category B (Local Municipality) by providing guidelines for the 
crafting, designing and improving IDPs. It is expected that the application of this evaluation framework 
will assist municipalities to develop credible IDPs. 

1.2 Annual IDP Assessments 



In order to assist the MEC eommenting proeess, Provineial Departments of Loeal Government eonvene 
annual IDP assessment sessions. These sessions bring together national and provineial seetor 
departments offieials, State owned entities and other organisations to engage with munieipal IDPs with 
a view of providing eomments that are aimed at improving the quality of IDPs. The overall objeetives of 
the annual IDP assessment sessions are to - 


• Improve the delivery of Serviees; 

• Support and improve the eontent of the MEC eommenting proeess so as to ensure we move 
towards a sustainable environment, the loeal eeonomy is stimulated, there is soeial eohesion and 
inelusion (ineluding the building of Non-Raeism, Non-Sexism and Demoeraey), and the ereation of 
sustainable human settlements; 

• Improve the quality of the Munieipal Plans (IDP); 

• Influenee a dialeetieal relationship between munieipal and seetor planning with a view to making 
IDPs ‘A Plan for All Government’; and 

• Influenee good governanee and the munieipal planning proeesses so that eommunities are at the 
eentre of munieipal planning. 

1.2.1 Roles and Responsibilities 

In order to ensure that the assessment proeess aehieves the above objeetives the following roles and 
responsibilities must be adhered to - 

(a) Munieipalities: 

• Timeously submit the adopted (or draft) IDP to the provineial departments of loeal 
government; 

• Timeously submit IDP proeess plans and notiee of IDP development events to stakeholders; 



• Avail and provide names of the relevant senior offieials that will partieipate in the IDP 
assessment sessions; and 

• Provide feedbaek on the inputs provided by seetor departments and state owned enterprises. 

(b) Provineial Departments of Loeal Government: 

• Manage and eoordinate the entire IDP Assessment proeess, logisties, dates, invitations, 
venues, ete; 

• Colleet adopted (or draft) IDPs and distribute to seetor departments and state owned 
enterprises; 

• Assess all the IDPs using the standard evaluation framework; 

• Consolidate seetor inputs of the IDPs of eaeh munieipality; 

• Distribute eomments to munieipalities prior to the assessment session; 

• Prepare the final IDP eomments for the MEC; and 

• Prepare the provineial report and submit to DCoG. 

(c) Seetor Departments: 

• Assess all the adopted (or draft) IDPs using the evaluation framework and provide written 
eomments; 

• Partieipate in the development, of IDPs and implementation of IDPs; and 

• Provide names of relevant senior offieials to partieipate in the IDP assessment sessions. 

(d) Department of Cooperative Governanee (DCoG) 

• Coordinate a national programme of IDP assessment sessions and ensure that seetor 
departments provide the neeessary support; 

• Develop and update a standard evaluation framework in eonsultation with seetor 
departments and provineial departments of loeal government; 

• Distribute the standard evaluation framework to seetor departments and provineial 
departments of loeal government; and 



• Prepare a national report on the outeome of the provineial IDP assessment proeess. 

2. IDP Evaluation Framework 

2.1 Strueture of the IDP Evaluation Framework 

The IDP evaluation framework is struetured aeeording to the following foeal areas: 

(a) Spatial Development Framework; 

(b) Serviee Delivery and Infrastrueture Development; 

(e) Loeal Eeonomie Development (LED); 

(d) Finaneial Viability; 

(e) Institutional Development and Organisational Transformation; and 

(f) Good Governanee. 

Spatial Development Analysis and Rationale (This is highlighted as a Key Focal Area, in addition 
to the Five that are prescribed for Local Government) 

The understanding of the eeonomie, physieal and soeial spaee that the munieipality inhabits is the 
most eritieal starting 

point for a eredible IDP. 

For additional referenee, some eore evaluative eriteria for Spatial Development Frameworks may inelude 
the following: 

1. MSA Regulations - assess eontents of SDF in terms of the MSA Regulations. 

2. SDFs should refleet prineiples of the NSDP and PGDS at distriet and loeal levels. 

3. Does the SDF refleet adequate researeh into regional natural, demographie realities, the potential for 

eeonomie aetivity, and advaneing Sustainable Human Settlements? 

4. Does the SDF provide a basis for the Land Use Management System and an implementation plan? 

5. Are Infrastrueture Projeets, ineluding those for Serviee Delivery, planned on the basis of the SDF? 



4. General Comments 

1 Adoption of Sector plans by municipal Councils is critical to the success of integrated 
developmental planning. All sector plans must be adopted by the Council [CIP, sanitation; 
sanitation Capex plan; WSDP; O&M; WCDM; Housing Chapter; Untreated effluent plan; 
Assumption then that all municipal Councils had insight and have resolutions regarding the 
programmes/ projects/ activities of Sector departments, Donor Agencies, municipal Partners and 
PPP’s, Metro’s, DM’s, WSA’s, Housing authorities. Road and Transport Authorities, Etc. [Sector 
departments. Donor Agencies, Authorities [WSA’s, etc.]. Partners and PPP’s submit letters of 
commitments to Provinces to be forwarded to municipalities. 

2 O&M [operations and maintenance] budget should be between 8% and 12% of budget [Treasury 
Guidelines indicate a ratio appropriate to the financial asset value if infrastructure and the 
proportional total budget; questions remain regarding inclusion of human resources and 
moveable assets in the formula. E.g. Should the Metro, C.o.J., Gauteng province, apply the 
formula it equals approximately 7%, which is a huge amount; if the formula is applied relative to 
the infrastructure and moveable assets and human resources is excluded the rand value is more 
realistic] .
